GENERAL GOVERNMENT 


BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


1986, once again, was and has been one 
of departures, changes and new challenges 
for the Board of Selectmen. The Board ex- 
perienced the departure of Barbara O’Brien 
and David Wakefield who decided not to seek 
reelection. Newly elected were local rea! 
estate agent Joanne Damish as top vote getter 
and Albert Lamperti, a member of the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. At the organizational meet- 
ing, Gene Cavallero was elected as Chairman 
and Clement Boragine was elected Clerk. The 
Board chose Marie Rizzi as its new full time 
secretary and Clare Abril continues to serve 
our office faithfully in a part time capacity. 


1986 was a change for the Board as our 
meetings are now televised live on the Govern- 
ment Channel. Camera coverage is provided 
by local volunteers for which we are grateful. 


1986 will be remembered as a year of 
land use, decision making as our community 
continues to experience development pres- 
sures. Specifically, the Board has had to de- 
fend the town against a proposed sludge 
facility and a proposed Boston Edison Peak- 
ing Plant, both of which have raised environ- 
mental concerns. Added to this list was an- 
other year of debating the controversial 
Walpole Park South industrial development 
for which the Representative Town Meeting 
has, once again, defeated any offers to take it 
by eminent domain. The town spent much 
time reviewing the appropriate land use for 
East Walpole Center regarding the former 
Bird Mill. 
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The Board was faced in 1986 with es- 
calating rubbish collection costs, an expired 
contract and a successful bidder who refused 
to execute a contract because of a lack of 
disposal options. However, the Board ap- 
proved a new rubbish contractor, Waste 
Management, Inc. starting in December and 
signed a letter of intent to join the Signal 
Environmental Systems new facility in Mill- 
bury, upon its completion next year. The 
Board also decided to lease electronic voting 
machines for the upcoming elections. 


The Board looked most favorably upon 
the town’s support of the Conservation 
Commission’s successful negotiations to ac- 
quire abutting property to protect the Mine 
Brook Aquifer and provide additional con- 
servation and recreation opportunities for the 
citizens of Walpole. These properties are the 
Scholarship Property abutting Dutton Park, 
the Jamieson Property and the Turner Trust 
Property, including the Skating Club and 
Turner’s Pond. 


1986 was a busy and productive year. 
The Board wishes to thank all of the citizens 
and employees who contribute to make 
Walpole a better place to live. 


TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


It is indeed an honor to submit my third 
annual report as Town Administrator and to 
be completing my ninth year of service to the 
Town Walpole. 

As the Chief Executive Officer of the 
Town, this office is responsible for the overall 
Operation of most municipal departments. 
In addition; the Town Charter has included 
in the duties of Town Administrator such 
functions as personnel, operating and capital 
budgeting and Central Purchasing. 

This office serves to implement those 
policies adopted by the Board of Selectmen, 
Sewer and Water Commissioners, Finance 
Committee and co-ordinates the activities of 
several other Boards and Committees through- 
out the Town. 

In June of the year 1986, the Town of 
Lincoln recognized the talents of Assistant 
Town Administrator David Ramsay, by 
hiring him as their new Executive Secretary. 
In September, after a national search for a 
replacement, | was most fortunate to find 
and retain Mr. Charles Aspinwall, Adminis- 
trative Assistant to the General Manager of 
Norwood as Walpole’s new Assistant Town 
Administrator. 

The citizens of Walpole can be proud of 
the performance of its local government 
during the past year. In reviewing 1986, 
many events transpired which will make 
Walpole even a better place to live. 

Water, aquifer protection and_ the 
environment are the primary focus of this 
Administration. To improve the quantity of 
water, agreements were reached to acquire 
sufficient land to add a new Washington 
Well #5 in the Schoo! Meadow Brook Aquifer 
and a new well#5 was drilled in the Mine 
Brook Aquifer. Both wells are planned to 
come on line in 1987. The High Plain Street 
Booster to the Old Post Road tank was re- 
built this year. 

Concern over the quality of water re- 
sulted in a ground water study to determine 
potential sources of contamination in the 
School Meadow Brook Aquifer. In April, 
Phase | determined that at least some of the 
contamination may be derived from an ina 
dustrial plant on Route One in Sharon called 
Metal Bellows Corporation. Late in December 
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D.E.0O.E. required Metal Bellows to start a 
clean up process of the contamination. Mean- 
while, Town Meeting provided additional 
monies for a Phase I] Study which will in- 
stall monitor wells and search for additional 
sources of contamination. Citizens in May 
1986 voted for a referendum question re- 
quiring monthly water testing to better 
monitor the quality issue. Then in October, 
Town Meeting voted to require mandatory 
sewer connections to all property owners 
located in the Town’s three aquifers within 
the next four years. 

In October and December, Town Meet- 
ing overwhelmingly supported the Conserva- 
tion Commission’s efforts to acquire three 
valuable properties in the Mine Brook Aqui- 
fer: 10.9 acres from the Scholarship Founda- 
tion which had acquired the land as a gift 
from Mr. Michael Viano and Mr. David 
Wakefield; 21.7 acres from Mr. & Mrs. Jamie- 
son and 24 acres plus the 17 acre Turner Pond 
and Skating Club from the Turner Trust. 
All three purchases will protect the Mine 
Brook Aquifer, provide a linking Green 
Belt of open Conservation land between 
North and West Walpole and utilize an active 
skating recreation facility. The Town received 
a Bay Circuit Grant and has applied to the 
Commonwealth's Self-Help Program for finan- 
cial assistance with these acquisitions. 

In addition, 1986 was a milestone year 
for our major sewer installations, allowing 
residents in South and West Walpole the first 
opportunity to connect to the municipal 
sewer system, many of which did. 

Our Capital improvements Program for 
roads was the largest ever, resurfacing and 
chip sealing roads throughout the Town. 
In addition, the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts completed the Walpole section of the 
Route One reconstruction, as well as the 
replacement of the Mylod Street Bridge and 
initiated the Kendall Street Bridge Project. 

Walpole reflected the Massachusetts 
economy as particularly robust in 1986, and 
sustained moderate controlled growth as the 
community develops. The population § ex- 
ceeded 19,000 for the first time. 

The dominant development projects for 
Walpole in 1986 were: the adequacy of the 


environmental safeguards for Walpole Park 
South; the residential/commercial/industrial 
zoning mix for East Walpole’s Bird Mill com- 
plex; the site plan approvals for a 456 unit 
condominium project called Highlands West; 
the denial of a site plan for Neponset Valley 
health System’s Life Care Continuum located 
between Route One A and Willett Pond; and 
the Town's opposition to Boston Edison's 
proposed 85 Megawatt Peaking Plant to be 
located off South Street. 

Success was finally achieved in negotiat- 
ing a new fire contract in which the delivery 
of Municipal Ambulance Service will be 
vastly improved with responses _ initiated 
from the Central Fire Station. 

The year’s biggest disappointment was 
Town Meeting’s rejection by one vote of the 
Fiscal and Monetary Committee’s recommen- 
dations for structural change. This was, in 
my opinion, Town Meeting’s most costly 
vote. One tip of the iceberg was evidenced 
by several police officers who grew impatient 
with a system in which their private duty 
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pay was contingent upon a collection effort 
which has not existed. 

Trash collection and disposal was also 
highlighted as one of the Town’s major 
agenda items for 1986. Finally, a new collec- 
tion contractor was retained in December, 
Waste Management Inc., Berkley Division for 
a new three year contract. Then, the Board 
of Selectmen, in December, signed a Letter 
of Intent to contract with Signal Environ- 
mental Systems, who will accept the Town’s 
municipal waste at its newly constructed 
facility in Millbury. 

In a personal note, | was most honored 
to serve on the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association’s Executive Board and Governor’s 
Local Government Advisory Board this past 
year. 

As always, | want to publicly thank the 
Board of Selectmen for their continued sup- 
port, trust and confidence in me and for the 
efforts of the Town’s employees and commit- 
tees, who are truly dedicated to serve you. 


BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Board of Appeals acts under the 
authority given it by Chapter 40A of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts as well as the Zoning By-Laws 
of the Town of Walpole. 

The Board of Appeals has jurisdiction 
over appeals from rulings of administrative 
officials of the Town made under the Zoning 
By-Laws. The Board has the authority to 
grant Special Permits and variances from 
terms of applicable Zoning By-Laws in cer- 
tain instances. All applications for Site Plan 
Approval are heard by the Board of Appeals. 
The Board holds public hearings for all 
applicants after due notice of such hearing 
is published in the newspaper and abutters 
are notified. 

During 1987 the Board heard 92 cases 
requesting the following: 


16 Site Plan Approvals 
39 Special Permits 
43 Variances 


The Board normally meets on the first 
and third Wednesday of each month, but due 
to the heavy workload during 1986, 24 
meetings were held to conduct public hearings 
and 6 Workshops/Special Meetings were held. 
A number of cases were complex and required 
submission of revised plans and/or additional 
information for use by the Board for contin- 
ued hearings. 


All meetings of the Board are open to 
the public. When the Board has reached a 
decision on any matter, the decision is written 
and filed with the Town Clerk and Building 
Inspector. Copies of the decision are also 
furnished to abutters and anyone else who 
requests it and furnishes name and address, 
and to various departments and boards of the 
Town as appropriate. 

In March 1986 the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals voted to adopt the Town of Walpole 
Regulations Pertaining to Public Records. 
This document was drawn up by Town 
Counsel and was adopted by the Board of 
Selectmen in March 1986. 

During 1986 the Personnel Board re- 
evaluated and upgraded the position of Secre- 
tary to the Board of Appeals and approved 
adequate compensation for the required 
secretarial and administrative skills necessary 
to handle the duties and _ responsibilities 
of this position. As a result, the Board of 
Appeals was able to fill the position of Secre 
tary to the Board of Appeals. These new 
office hours are 9:00 a.m. through 2:00 p.m. 
Monday through Friday -- excluding the dates 
of the Board of Appeals hearings when the 
office is closed. 

The Board consists of five regular mem- 
bers and two associate members who are 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen.

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Walpole Police Department is 
pleased to submit this report for the year 
1986. 

The department experienced a number 
of changes in personnel during the past year. 
On March 8,1986, Sergeant Roy F. Lee 
resigned from the department to pursue 
a career in the business field. Sgt. Lee had 
been a member of the department for the 
past seventeen years and we certainly wish 
him well in his new field of endeavor. On 
August 1, 1986 and September 3, 1986, 
Patrolmen Maurice Fuoco and Cornelius 
Seastrand respectively retired from the 
department and wish them well. 

To fill the vacancies that existed, four 
new members were appointed to the depart- 
ment. Patrolman James J. Dolan was appoint- 
ed on September 9, 1986. Officer Dolan had 
served as an Auxiliary Police Officer in the 
Town of Walpole and had served briefly as a 
police officer in the Town of Westwood. 
On September 22, 1986 Patrolman Daniel J. 
Moynihan, Martin S. McDonagh and Steven P. 
Giampa were appointed to the department 
and all four appointments were certainly 
welcome. All four officers have undergone 
and successfully completed a thirteen week 
basic police recruit training program under 
the auspices of the Massachusetts Criminal 
Justice Training Council. In addition, all 
four subjects will function as Emergency 
Medical Technicians after undergoing the 
required training in this area. 

On prior action taken by the school 
authorities and for the first time, all fourth 
grade classes would be transferred from the 
elementary school buildings to the middle 
schools. This change resulted in many of these 
youngsters now having to walk or cross busy 
streets or intersections. Therefore, to insure 
the safe conduct of these young students 
across the busy roadways it was necessary to 
employ an additional four school crossing 
guards bringing our total to seven. As usual, 
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they have performed in a most effective, 
conscientious and professional manner. Their 
importance cannot be over emphasized. 

A new piece of equipment installed at 
the police department was a cablevision key 
board. This now enables police personnel to 
put out various bulletins, announcements and 
other information pertaining to public safety. 
It is our strong feeling that this will prove to 
be beneficial and an asset to the citizens of 
the community. 

Once again every member of the depart- 
ment was required and did attend a forty 
hour in-service training program at the South 
Suburban Institute located in the Town of 
Foxboro. Ongoing training has come to play 
a very important part in the present day 
police profession. Training such as this is a 
means of keeping abreast of the many changes 
that take place in a given time dealing with 
the law, court decisions and police procedures. 
As an added part of the program all officers 
are required to report to a pistol firing range 
where they must successfully fire and pass a 
pistol course with their service revolver. 

As in the past, many officers on their 
own have attended various seminars and 
training programs dealing with law enforce- 
ment. In addition, several officers are cur- 
rently enrolled and are attending institutions 
of higher learning in the law enforcement 
programs which will eventuaally lead to a 
college degree. 

At this time | would take the oppor- 
tunity to commend all members of the 
department for their performance during 
the past year and for their spirit of co-opera- 
tion. 

The following list of statistics will give 
you some indication of the various types of 
police activity that took place during the year 
1986. We are pleased to note that Walpole 
did not experience one fatal motor vehicle 
accident during the past year.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Walpole Fire Department is pleased 
to submit the following report of activities 
for the year, 1986. We increased membership 
in the call section of the department with the 
addition of eight new firefighters; Timothy 
Bailey, Robert Feltmate, Timothy Headd, 
Thomas Jones, Kevin Mahoney, David Pedze- 
wick, David Pyne and James Thomas. These 
men were accepted into the department after 
a rigorous total of 60 hours of basic training 
conducted by Lieutenant Edward Hartmann, 
Department Training Officer. Firefighter John 
S. Cerqua was appointed provisional fire- 
fighter on April 2, 1986, to the department in 
order to fill a vacancy. 

Fire Prevention and Safety in addition 
with required inspections and code enforce- 
ments increased dramatically this year. This 
increase was caused by the amount of new 
construction and proposed new development. 
Enforcement of existing codes and standards 
regarding storage tanks used for hazardous 
and flammable materials continue to be a 
very large part of the department's responsi- 
bilities. 
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The department did not purchase any 
major equipment this year, however, we 
did receive Town Meeting approval in order 
to re-power two pieces of apparatus. One, a 
1960, 85 foot Pirsch Aerial Ladder for 
$31,850 and two, a 1964 FWD 1,000 gallon 
tank truck for $28,000. In this way we hope 
to maintain our apparatus capability for 
several years without immediate major capital 
expenditures for new equipment. 

The department hosted the traditional 
Night Before the Fourth Celebration, com- 
plete with band concert and fireworks display 
which was well attended and received. We 
look forward to continue this tradition in 
1987. 

Under the direction of Lieutenant 
Ernest Manocchio, the department hosted its 
Annual Open House in October in observance 
of Fire Prevention Week. This year we inclu- 
ded a guided tour of a home which had 
experienced a serious fire. Through the fine 
cooperation of the homeowners, we were able 
to show to those interested the severe loss 
incurred as the result of a kitchen fire. This 


was also an excellent opportunity to outline 
the necessity of fire prevention and the 
absolute necessity of installation of smoke 
detectors in the home. 

Throughout the year, Lieutenant Man- 
occhio, assisted by several members of the 
department conducted Fire Safety Demon-

There were 260 audible alarms during 
1986, 180 of which were squad calls and 80 
were box alarms. The department experienced 
several serious fires this year, primarily resi- 
dential. We were fortunate not to have ex- 
perienced any fatalities or serious. injury, 
mainly because of conditions and the use of 


smoke detector systems. In addition, the fire- 
fighting efforts of the department in execu- 
ting proper tactics and strategy greatly 
reduced possible property damage.

BOARD OF HEALTH 


1986 was another extremely busy year 
that brought additional challenge to the 
Board of Health in its continuing efforts to 
promote health, prevent disease, and protect 
the environment. 

There were several changes in the Board 
of Health personnel this year. William Garr 
resigned after four years of service to the 
Board, and Chairman Claire Connor resigned 
after almost seven years of service. Their 
expertise as well as their wonderful person- 
alities will surely be missed by the Board. 
Associate member Richard Giusti replaced 
William Garr, while Susan Fitzgerald replaced 
Claire Connor. Two associate members were 
also chosen for the Board; Donnell Murphy 
and Agnes Keating. Both the new regular 
member and associates bring valuable ex- 
pertise to the Board of Health. 

This year also saw the transfer of secre- 
tary Lucy Beaudet from the Board of Health 
to the Building Department after five years of 
dedicated service to the Board. She is replaced 


by Patricia O’Connell from the Recreation 
office. 

Deputy Inspector Robin Chapell was 
extremely busy this year enforcing the new 
regulations for Underground Fuel Storage 
Tanks and Toxic and Hazardous Materials. 
The Underground Fuel Storage Tanks regula- 
tion requires that all owners of such shall 
file with the Board of Health, the size, type, 
age, location and type of material stored. 
Volumes shall be accurately recorded and 
tanks periodically tested. Tanks over 20 
years old shall be removed. Installation of 
underground tanks in aquifer areas will be 
prohibited. Robin has already identified 
some 500 underground tanks, with more than 
100 of them scheduled to be removed. 

The regulation for Toxic and Hazardous 
Materials requires that all industries, using, 
storing, or manufacturing any of said mater- 
ials must register with the Board of Health, 
the types, quantities, location, and method 
of storage. In conjunction with the Right-to- 


Household Hazardous Waste Collection Day 
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Know Law, the department is also requesting 
Material Safety Data Sheets from the indus- 
tries on all materials in order to better assess 
the potential health and safety hazards. Robin 
has catalogued literally thousands of these 
materials on our newly acquired computer. 

Both these new regulations should better 
aid us in trying to protect our drinking water 
resources as well as protecting the environ- 
ment in general. 

Once again the incredible amount of new 
building in town saw Health Director George 
Young spending much time in the field ob- 
serving percolation tests and _ inspecting 
septic systems. 

With the prospect of possible contamina- 
tion to the School Meadow Brook aquifer, 
George also spent time in the field collecting 
data for a groundwater study by consultant 
engineering firm I|.E.P. 

The first Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection Day in Walpole was held on Novem- 
ber 15. The whole idea behind the collection 
day was to make people aware that even 
household amounts of chemicals need to be 
properly disposed of and to give the citizens 
a method of proper disposal of these materials. 
Sponsored by both the Board of Health and 
the League of Women Voters, the collection 
was even more successful than anticipated. 
Citizens were encouraged to bring old paints, 
and solvents, pesticides and herbicides, car 
batteries, stains and varnishes, and various 
other chemicals. 

North East Solvents Reclaimation Cor- 
poration who provided the collection service, 
anticipated we would fill 20-22 drums with 
materials. However, when the day was over 
they had filled 69 drums at an additional 
cost of more than $11,000. Special thanks to 
Town Administrator Jim Merriam who allow- 
ed us to go well beyond our funding limits 
to make our first collection day a most suc- 
cessful one. 

Water has been well documented as a 
vehicle for disease transmission. Consequently 
the department placed greater emphasis this 
year on proper sanitation and safety practices 
at all public/semi-public swimming pools. 
The Department spent much time inspecting 
and upgrading these facilities in 1986. 

The goal of housing inspections re- 
mained constant — to insure housing that is 
dry, warm, safe, clean, and free from toxic 
substances or disease carrying vectors such as 
insects and rodents. To be fit for habitation, 
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housing units must have adequate living 
space, light, water, adequate plumbing and 
sanitary facilities as well as areas for food 
storage and preparation. Throughout the year 
a number of complaints relating to housing 
were received and investigated. 

The need for a good preventive health 
program has long been widely recognized. As 
part of this program, the Town contracts with 
the Visiting Nurses Association. This contract 
provides for public health nurses to investi- 
gate reports of communicable diseases, to 
staff ongoing clinics and to attend specialized 
health immunization/screening clinics. 

Furthering the prevention concept is the 
use of vaccines and biologicals. The Board, in 
concert with the State, provides a wide 
variety of biological supplies including vac- 
cines and diagnostic test kits to Walpole 
physicians, school department, pediatrics 
clinic, and industrial medical departments. 

The department makes every effort to 
investigate all legitimate complaints. Follow- 
up action varies from the issuance of order 
letters to the seeking of court complaints.

It has been five years since the Dover, 
Medfield, Norfolk Visiting Nurse Association 
merged with the Walpole Visiting Nurse Asso- 
ciation. The Walpole Area Visiting Nurse 
Association is pleased to be able to continue 
to carry out the public health program for 
the Town of Walpole. 

The agency’s comprehensive home 
health services include skilled nursing, person- 
al care by home health aides, physical therapy, 
occupational therapy, speech-language pathol- 
ogy, and medical social work. While these 
services are usually reimbursed by third 
party payers such as Medicare, Medicaid, and 
private health insurance, the Walpole Area 
Visiting Nurse Association continues to 
provide these services to all Walpole residents, 
regardless of their ability to pay. This care 
is subsidized through the agency’s fund drive 
and United Way appropriation. 

The Town of Walpole subsidizes our 
health promotion visits to the chronically 
ill and the elderly. Senior citizen health clinics 
and maternal child health services, follow-up 
of communicable diseases and immunizations 
continues to be an important part of our 
public health program. 

It is an actual trend that the elderly 
population represents an increasing percen- 


tage of our total population, and health 
promotion visits help the elderly to stay 
home and remain as independent as possible. 
Senior citizen health clinics continue to be 
held every Monday at the senior center, the 
second Tuesday of the month at Diamond 
Pond Terrace and the third Friday of the 
month at Neponset View Terrace. All clinics 
are scheduled to begin at 1:00 p.m. The 
clinics are open to any Walpole resident over 
60 years of age. Services at the clinics include 
a physical assessment, plus individualized 
discussion of diet and medications. Diabetic 
screenings are offered every three months and 


a health education topic is presented monthly. 


In 1986 at the Village Fair cholesterol screen- 
ing was offered. These services are also avail- 
able to Walpole residents during our office 
hours every Monday, Tuesday and Friday 
between 9 and 10 a.m. 

The Visiting Nurse Association is also a 
part of the Health and Social Services Con- 
sortium (HESSCO) in Foxboro, which ad- 
ministers the State Home Care and Area 
Agency of Aging programs, which were for- 
merly provided by King Philip Elder Services. 
This organization is committed to providing 
a coordinated and integrated system of 
health and social services. The VNA nurses 


provide case management and coordinate 
home health and state home care services for 
eligible clients. 

Our Maternal-Child Health program pro- 
vides visits to newborns and their families. 
We also offer childbirth classes and through a 
grant from the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health, infant car seats are available 
at a rental fee of $15.00. 

In 1986 the VNA developed aerobics 
fitness and back care programs. We also 
began the transition to an in-house compu- 
terized management information system to 
more efficiently carry. out clinical record 
keeping, billing and accounting functions. 

As we look to the future, the VNA is 
committed to continue to provide services 
in a quality and cost effective manner. Al- 
though the VNA is prepared to provide com- 
prehensive therapeutic home health services, 
our goal is to continue to develop programs 
which help to prevent serious illness. 

We appreciate the support of the town 
of Walpole, local physicians and community 
organizations and look forward to continued 
service in 1987. We welcome the opportunity 
to provide more information about our 
services.

COUNCIL ON AGING 


While Walpole’s general population 
dropped 4% between 1980-85, identified 
seniors increased 30%, to 3104! The Council 
on Aging reaches half of these senior with a 
wide variety of services and programs, focused 
at the Senior Center in the Walpole Town 
Hall. 

High on this list is the meal site at the 
Center, here in 1986 more than 18,500 meals 
were prepared, half of them served at the 
Center and the rest delivered to Walpole 
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homes by volunteers. Our Senior Van was 
driven more than 12,000 miles, transporting 
(by actual count) 6,660 seniors to and from 
the Center, for shopping trips, and local social 
events. The economical automobile the 
Friends of the WCOA provides made more 
than 350 medical appointment trips with 
seniors and the Friends also offered us month- 
ly day trips to various beauty spots. Together 
with the Walpole Arts Council, our Council 
on Aging provided bus service for cultural 


Outings. 

The Center is used for much more than 
meals, however. An exercise program, line 
dancing, card parties, and as a gathering spot 
(local newspapers are available daily) with a 
small library and bargain clothing racks on 
one wall. A Walking Club was established in 
1986. 


Through HESSCO, legal, caseworker, 
and protective services are available, and the 
Walpole Area VNA offers health clinics every 
Monday and a flu clinic in the fall. Local 
volunteers offer tax preparation and our 
Coordinator provides consumer advocacy and 
Fuel Assistance applications. The Center 
serves Walpole as a cheese and butter dis- 
tribution point. 

Grants have provided the services of Walt 
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Conway (“Services for Independent Living’) 
with chore services for seniors, and our new 
Outreach Worker, Conchita Geyer, contacts 
new seniors with news of programs and ser- 
vices from the Council. Other grants allowed 
us to purchase an Apple Ile computer system 
to upgrade our monthly newsletter and the 
devoted Friends group purchased a new color 
TV and VCR system for the Center. 

As a Council on Aging, we feel privileged 
to offer such a variety of services to our 
sixty-plus population and deeply appreciate 
the hard work both our volunteers and 
employees give to accomplish it all. Our 
Coordinator, Barbara Foley, provides the love 
and care and spark that brings so much joy 
and goodness to so many lives in Walpole. 


DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS SERVICES 


Although the economy and unemploy- 
ment rate has improved there are still many 
veterans and their dependents in need of 
Veterans’ Services assistance. We have a 
“Human Services’’ budget of 25,386.00 for 
this purpose. 

Veterans’ Services has another function 
which is to help veterans and their dependents 


apply for Federal Benefits. These services 
include the preparation of applications for 
Widow and Childrens Pensions, Burial Allow- 
ances, Service Connected Compensation, Non- 
Service Connected Pensions, Grave Markers, 
Change of Address, Educational Benefits, 


Hospitalization, and Eligibility Verification

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HERITAGE AND 
NATURAL RESOURCES 


CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Conservation Commissions are establish- 
ed by cities and towns by authority of the 
Massachusetts General Laws for the promo- 
tion of the natural resources of the town and 
the protection of its watershed resources. 
The Walpole Conservation Commission pre- 
sently consists of seven members: Chairman, 
William P. Golding, Vice Chairman, John 
Wiley, Treasurer, Virginia Fettig, Joseph A. 
Vitelli, Donna Munafo, Charles Hede, Rhonda 
LaVerghetta. Assistant Town Engineer, Mark 
Ryan, gives the Commission technical assis- 
tance. Members are appointed by the Board 
of Selectmen for staggered three-year terms. 
Any citizen interested in becoming a regular 
or associate member is encouraged to contact 
the Conservation Commission or the Board 
of Selectmen. 


The Commission may acquire land, or 
restrictions on land use, by purchase or gift 
for preservation of open space, protection of 
water resources and passive recreation. It 
maintains trails through many of the pro- 
perties it controls, and maps _ of these trails 
are available at the Walpole Public Library. 


Under the Inland Wetlands Protection 
Act, Mass. Gen. Laws C. 131, $.40, any per- 
son intending to do work which affects wet- 
lands and/or groundwater supplies must file a 
notice with the Commission, which must hold 
a public hearing within twenty-one days of 
receipt of the notice. The Commission must 
issue an Order of Conditions either approving 
the project, as submitted, approving the 
project with such conditions as it deems 
necessary for the protection of wetlands, or 
denying the project. 
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The Town of Walpole has enacted its 
own wetlands bylaw, which imposes duties 
upon the Commission similar to those im- 
posed by the Massachusetts statute and regu- 
lations enacted thereunder by DEQE. The 
Commission has adopted the practice of hold- 
ing one public hearing only, which satisfies 
the requirements of both state and local law. 
It may issue a more restrictive order of condi- 
tions under the local bylaw than under the 
State regulations, but does not usually do so. 

A person intending to do work within 
100 feet of a wetland, should contact the 
Secretary of the Commission at the Commis- 
sion office in Town Hall, 668-5400, ext. 302 
to determine whether a filing is necessary. 
Such a person should also be alerted to Army 
Corps of Engineers regulations regarding work 
in a flood hazard area. 

The Commission meets regularly on the 
second and fourth Wednesday of each month 
at 7:30 p.m. in the Town Hall. 

Between meetings, members familiarize 
themselves with pending projects by on-site 
inspections. The Commission is empowered 
to issue enforcement orders and/or levy fines 
if it finds that work has been done improperly, 
either because the person failed to file with 
the Commission, or because the work is in 
violation of an Order of Conditions. 

In 1986, the Town voted to purchase 
several parcels of land for recreational use, 
and for protection of the town water supply, 
to be administered by the Commission. 
Notable among these were the Turner Pond 
property, the Jamison property and the Wal- 
pole Scholarship Foundation property, all 
located adjacent to the Mine Brook Aquifer, 
which supplies forty (40) percent of town 
water. 


TOWN SERVICES 


ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT 


The Engineering Department provides 
engineering assistance to all divisions within 
the Department of Public Works, as well as 
other departments situated in Town Govern- 
ment and the General Public. Its duties range 
from assignment of house numbers to the 
design and supervision of construction pro- 
jects. 

Sewer construction, which enabled West 
Walpole and South Walpole to become access- 
ible to the Town sewer system was completed 
in 1986. The construction consisted of 
five separate contracts and began in the 
Spring of 1984. Presently, the Engineering 
Department is assisting the Town’s sewer con- 
sultants in the design of the next phase of 
sewer construction. 

As part of the Town’s program to up- 
grade its water supply system, the Engineer- 
ing Department designed and supervised three 
watermain construction projects. A 12” 
watermain was installed along Oak Street in 
order to increase the water supply to the area 
as well as providing a future connection to a 
proposed well site. A 10’’ watermain was 
installed behind the West Jr. High to the pro- 
posed Mine Brook #5 well site. Construction 
of the well area should begin sometime in 
1987. The Irving Drive — Clinton Ave. area 
was the sight of more construction as a 12” 
watermain was installed from Washington 
Street to the end of Irving Drive. This con- 
struction was in accordance with the Town’s 
Water System Masterplan which will provide 
increased water supply to the area as well as 
Route 1. 

The Engineering Department also pro- 
vided assistance in the reconstruction and re- 
surfacing of various streets. A total of 71,243’ 
(13.5 miles) of roadway were resurfaced and 
a total of 10,750’ (2.0 miles) were recon- 
structed. The Municipal Parking Lot, behind 
the center of town, was also resurfaced and 
striped to provide parking in a more orderly 
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fashion. 

The Engineering Department provided 
engineering input to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals on thirty-five cases. The input in- 
volved reviewing a variety of plans for com- 
pliance with Zoning Laws and Standard En- 
gineering Practice. 

The Walpole Planning Board also re- 
quired engineering assistance in a number of 
existing and proposed developments. The in- 
put involved review of proposed develop: 
ments and supervision of the actual constuc- 
tion. During 1986, thirteen residential devel- 
opments, totaling one hundred fifty-three 
building lots, was approved. 

As noted above, the Engineering Depart- 
ment is responsible for the supervision of 
the installation of underground utilities 
and roadway construction in approved devel- 
opments. During the course of 1986, the 
Engineering Department supervised work in 
twenty-eight developments. The inspections 
included the installation of 14,375 I.f. of 
watermain, 12,500 I.f. of drains, 11,915 I.f. 
of sewer mains and 11,440 I.f. of roadway 
construction. In addition to the inspection 
of the main water and sewer lines, the En- 
gineering Department inspected 467 individ- 
ual sewer services and 129 individual water 
services. 

The update of Town maps is a vital part 
of documenting progress within the Town. 
Maps indicating the location of valuable 
information were updated to show the fol- 
(3) Drain lines — (4) Zoning. The Town’s 
assessor’s maps provide extremely valuable 
information to a variety of departments and 
is also updated yearly. 

The total land area of the Town is 
13,498.6 acres (21.1 sq. miles). The owner- 
ship of land by various levels of government, 
area and percent of total town area is as 
follows:

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


HIGHWAYS — PARKS DEPARTMENT 


The Highway Division is responsible for 
maintenance of streets, sidewalks, storm 
drains, traffic signs and snow and ice control 
operations. A total length of 9.5 miles of the 
following secondary roads were prepared 
and resurfaced wih liquid asphalt and stone: 
Kendall Street, Country Club Drive, Eastover 
Road, Mason Street, Norton Avenue, Turner 
Road, McKinley Avenue, Old North Street, 
Page Avenue, Kennedy Lane, Ginley Road, 
Spear Avenue, Tetreault Drive, Old Winter 
Street, Summer Street, Wall Court, Warwick 
Road, Moosehill Road, Beech Street, Cherry 
Lane, Rhodes Avenue, Summit Avenue, Nor- 
folk Lane, Breezewood Lane, Industrial Road, 
Black Street and Riverview Place. The follow- 
ing streets were surfaced with bituminous 
concrete: School Street, Plimpton Street 
and East Street. Other highway work per- 
formed during the year is as follows: mechan- 
ical sweeping of all streets, bituminous con- 
crete patching of potholes and utility trenches 
and application of approximately fifty (50) 
miles of pavement marking by contract. 
Storm drainage maintenance work included 
the annual cleaning of approximately 1,800 
catchbasins under contract, repairs to forty- 
six (46) catchbasins and manholes and rodd- 
ing of obstructed drainlines. A total of 285 
traffic and street signs were made or pur- 
chased and installed. 

The Park Division maintains more than 
100 acres of parks, lawns and athletic playing 
fields. This work includes the application of 
fertilizer, lime, grass seed, weed control 
chemicals, field line markings and grass mow- 
ing on a regularly scheduled basis. Other 
miscellaneous work includes collection of 
litter from all public ways, play areas, certain 
buildings and trash receptacles, cutting of 
grass and brush along roadways, maintenance 
of trails, removal of brush from Town Forest 
and removal of diseased and dead trees. 


BUILDING MAINTENANCE DIVISION 


The Building Maintenance Division is 
generally responsible for repair and upkeep, 
capital improvements, proper operations of all 
electrical, plumbing and heating and ventila- 
tion systems in all public buildings. 

Energy, conservation and_ vandalism 
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prevention measures are a prime considera- 
tion and, to this end, we are constantly up- 
dating our knowledge and applying same to 
various problems.

The 
Building Maintenance Division shall continue 
to install energy saving devices but the savings 
may not be visible. 


D.P.W. MAINTENANCE DIVISION 


The D.P.W. Maintenance Division is re- 
sponsible for the repair work and mainten- 
ance on all Town owned vehicles and miscel- 
laneous equipment, excluding fire engines. 

Regularly scheduled maintenance was 
performed on fifty motorized pieces of 
equipment operated by the Department of 
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Public Works, Water and Sewer, Highway, 
Park and Cemetery Department; nine auto- 
mobiles assigned to various Town Depart- 
ments; nine Police Cruisers, Town Ambulance, 
Animal Control vehicle, Civil Defense Ambu- 
lance and 4 x 4 truck; Senior Citizen’s van 
and sedan and one Fire Department automo- 
bile. Also maintained were the Auxiliary 
Engines at the six Water Pumping Stations, 
two Booser Stations and the Water Treatment 
Plant. Also included are all other miscellan- 
eous D.P.W. equipment including Sewer 
Rodders, Centrifugal and Diaphram Pumps, 
Natural Gas and Diesel Engines, Portable 
Generators, Welders, Flail and Rotary Mowers 

Major repair work performed last year 
included one clutch job, six transmission over- 
hauls, twenty-eight brake jobs, four paint 
jobs, two front-end 4 x 4 conversions and 
two engine jobs on vehicles and four on 
auxillary units and also the painting and sand 
blasting of all snowplows and sander units. 
Welding repairs were also made on sanders, 
snowplows and frames, sidewalk tractors, 
backhoes and loaders. 

New equipment purchased was inspect- 
ed for compliance to Town Specifications 
and prepared for operator emphasis placed on 
preventive and routine maintenance has con- 
tinued and proven to be cost effective. As a 
result of our regularly scheduled maintenance 
program, there have been fewer breakdowns 
and less vehicle down time. 

Major repair expenses, both in terms of 
supply, parts and labor, have been kept to a 
minimum. 


CEMETERY DEPARTMENT 


The Cemetery Department works in 
conjunction with funeral directors, vault 
companies, and monumental works for the 
preparation and aftermath of all funeral ser- 
vices. The Cemetery Department also lends 
and receives assistance from the Highway and 
Parks Department all through the year. 

This year the department worked closely 
with the Historical Society in planning a 
memorial for the Blake Cemetery plot located 
in the town forest. Four of six grave stones 
were badly damaged in years past. These 
stones have all been removed from the site 
and relocated to the Historical Society for 
restoration and safe keeping. The Blake lot 
has been marked out and will be restored in 
1987. A memorial will be placed on the site 


to inform all that the stones are at the His- 
torical Society. 

There were 24 funeral services held in 
1986. The breakdown was as follows: 17 full 
burials, 3 cremations, and 4 stillborns.

Vandalism struck Rural Cemetery this 
past summer. One hundred headstones were 


overturned. Other than this recklessness the 
cemeteries were spared from further destruc- 
tion. 

As in years past some school art classes 
and some girl scout troops were educated in 
the process of grave stone rubbing by Super- 
intendent Mr. Stephen Huntress. The rubbing 
paper was donated by Mr. Andrew Mazzola of 
Norwood Monumental Works. We ask anyone 
who is interested in grave stone rubbing to 
please contact Mr. Huntress so no stones will 
be accidentally damaged. Safety is very im- 
portant since some of the older stones may 
not be sealed properly or on a solid base. 
Remember granite weighs 80 Ibs. per square 
foot.

All new animals from outside the state, 
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entering herds, have been examined. 

All reported dog bites have been inves- 
tigated and quarantine regulations carried 
out. 

No positive cases of rabies were found. 


BUILDING INSPECTOR/ZONING ENFORCEMENT OFFICER 


Construction activity followed the re- 
gional trend in 1986. Single family house con- 
struction continued at a brisk pace, with 98 
single family building permits being issued. 
The multi-family development by-law, which 
became effective this year, seems to have 
slowed multi-family development as only 43 
permits being issued. 

Major projects anticipated for the coming 
year are the proposed New Pond Village 
Residential Care continuum located off Main 
Street, McNeil & Associates Subdivision in 
East Walpole, and the completion of the Wal- 
pole Housing Authority’s residential units 
off of Ellis Street. 


Annual inspections of all Public assem- 
bly buildings as required under Massachusetts 
General Laws have been made along with the 
regular inspections of new _ construction. 
Several persons have been referred to the 
Zoning Board of Appeals to seek relief from 
our local zoning laws. All alleged zoning 
violations have been investigated, some lead- 
ing to litigation in both District and Superior 
Courts. 

At this time, | would like to thank my 
staff for their continued professionalism in 
the performance of their duties. 


GAS INSPECTOR 


Three hundred sixty-nine applications 
were filed for gas permits during the calendar 
year of 1986, several being in conjunction 
with building permits. All complaints were 
investigated, including those in collaboration 


with the Building Inspector, Plumbing In- 
spector and the Health Agent. The Gas In- 
spector can be contacted through the Building 
Inspector’s Office. 


PLUMBING INSPECTOR 


Five hundred twelve plumbing applica- 
tions were filed for plumbing permits during 
the calendar year of 1986, and all complaints 
received were investigated.

of Health, Town Administrator, Building 
Inspection Department and their staff for co- 
operation given me in carrying out the duties 
of Plumbing Inspector. 


WIRING INSPECTOR 


Seven hundred forty-five applications 
were filed for wiring permits and all com- 
plaints were investigated with regard to elec- 


trical installations. The Wiring Inspection De- 
partment is located in the Building Inspector's 
Office in the Town Hall. 


TOWN REPORT COMMITTEE 


The Town Report Committee has chosen 
for the 1986 Town Report theme the success- 
ful acquisition of land areas in the town by 
the Conservation Commission. These areas 
include land to protect the Mine Brook 
Aquifer, Jamieson property, Turner Trust 
property, and Scholarship property abutting 
Dutton Park.

WALPOLE CABLE TELEVISION 


The Walpole Cable Television Advisory 
Committee serves as watchdog for cable in 
the Town of Walpole. The Committee reports 
to the Board of Selectmen who act as the 
Issuing Authority for cable. The Committee 
is available to hear unresolved complaints of 
Massachusetts Cablevision subscribers. Two 
complaints were noted and resolved in 1986. 

A meeting was held with officials of 
Massachusetts Cablevision Systems, Inc. for 
the purpose of updating the Committee on 
the progress of construction of Walpole’s 
downtown and high school studio and to 
establish a date to end the two year rate 
freeze as outlined in Section 23 of the Final

SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Walpole School Committee contin- 
ued its legacy of providing leadership and 
guidance to a quality educational program. 
The strength of our educational program is 
manifested by test results college acceptances, 
the increase in families within the public 
school system and the continued active par- 
ticipation by parents on a daiily basis. 


The School Committee endorsed Wal- 
pole Schools as a founding member of he 
Great Woods Educational Forum (SMARTS). 
This is a summer program involving our young 
people in the Arts as exemplified by Music, 
Dance and the Visual Arts. Educational pro- 
grams will be enhanced by the High School 
Television Studio which came on line during 
1986. In addition, the School Committee 
received two large donations of school/ 
library furniture from Bird & Company and

A continuous effort is being made to 
evaluate the efforts of the system. With this 
as a goal, all five schools have received notice 
that the New England Association of Secon- 
dary Schools and Colleges will conduct eval- 
uations during 1988. These evaluations are 
by request and are being conducted for the 
first time at our elementary and middle 
school level. The evaluations have credibility 
in that they are conducted by a select group 
of educators who make an in-depth study of 
the entire school structure — curriculum, 
implementation, climate, etc. Recommenda- 
tions for improvement will be forthcoming.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The Walpole School system continues 
to meet the neds of the community with 
extraordinary parent input and_ assistance. 
The Massachusetts Assessment Test Results 
were very positive in that our curriculum 
appears to compare very favorably with other 
communities of similar demographics. 


Our schools had another banner year 
both academically and athletically. The high- 
lights of our five schools are: 


WALPOLE HIGH SCHOOL — 1986 


1986 marked another banner year at 
Walpole High School in academics and extra- 
curricular activities. 


For the second straight year, Advisor 
Charles Hardy’s Academic Decathlon team 
qualified for the February State Finals, 
placing 10th out of the thirty-five competing 
schools. 


Eight students placed in the highest- 
scoring 50,000 young men and women 
nationally in the 1987 Merit Pogram: Bonnie 
Burns, Mark Capparella, Sue MacBridge, Jo- 


anna Mann, Gerard McElhinney, Karen 
Medailleu, Caroline Merrick and Gregory 
Tracy. 


With student leadership continuing to be 
a major objective, our efforts began to be 
realized as students became actively involved 
in five key committees with administration, 
faculty, and parents: Athletic Chemical 
Health Policy,Class Rank, School Improve- 
ment Council, and Library Advisory. 


The School Improvement Council ear- 
marked $10,360 to be focused on six areas 
which will benefit students: Study Skills, 
Library Consultant, Field Trips and Cultural 
Assemblies, Computer Laboratory Instruc- 
tional Assistant, Adolescent Issues and 
Problems, and Student Time and Stress 
Management. 


Students and faculty have keyed their 
efforts in support of the governor’s and

state athletic board’s anti-substance abuse 
program with the establishment of an Athletic 
Chemical Health Policy, development of an 
Extracurricular Chemical Health Policy, and a 
Substance Abuse Peer Leadership Program, 
all of which complement the high school 
health program. 


Three Walpole art students received ac- 
colades in this year’s Boston Globe Art 
Awards contest — three gold keys and one 
honorable mention. The music departments’ 
participation in the International Music Fes- 
tival in Washington saw them return with four 
awards -- Concert Band (Medal of Merit), 
Marching Band (Bronze), Chorus (Bronze), 
Show Choir (Bronze), Madrigal (Medal of 
Merit). 


The Drama and Music departments com- 
bined their efforts presenting the musical, 
Guys and Dolls, to large crowds. As a result 
of last spring’s success, preparation is under- 
way for My Fair Lady, to be presented in 
April. 


Rebel athletic teams continued to make 
their presence known in the Bay State League 
and state-wide: Girls’ Field Hockey, Bay 
State League Champions and Eastern Mass. 
State Tournament; Girls’ Soccer, Eastern 
Mass. State Tournament; Girls’ Basketball, 
Bay State League and Eastern Mass. State 
Tournament Champions; Girls’ Softball and 
Girls’ Volleyball qualified for State Tourna- 
ment; Boys’ Football, Bay State League 
Champions; Cross Country, repeating Division 
I1| State Champions; Golf, Bay State League 
Tri-Champions; Baseball, qualified for state 
tournament. 


JOHNSON MIDDLE SCHOOL — 1986 


The middle school is an educational 
response to the unique needs and characteris- 
tics of youngsters in the early stages of adoles- 
ence. At Johnson the blending of traditional 
academics with a diverse program of ‘‘hands 
on”’ subjects recognizes and addresses this 
sometimes difficult period of growth. One 
indication of our curriculum success was 


provided by the results of state-mandated 
assessment tests given to seventh graders last 
spring which found Johnson students scoring 
well into the ninetieth percentile statewide. 


The high number of students in grades 
K-4 resulted in the School Committee deci- 
sion to have fourth graders become part of 
the middle schools in September, 1986. This 
decision brought about understandable con- 
cerns to some parents, but it was testimony 
to the practicality and hard work of several 
volunteer committees, made up of both 
parents and school personnel, who studied 
transportation, equipment, scheduling, and 
orientation problems, made recommendations 
for solutions, and in large measure brought 
about the grade four transition to Johnson in 
a smooth and trouble-free fashion. At this 
writing, early 1987, we find parents of fourth 
graders appear to be delighted with their 
new building. 


In the late spring one hundred eighth 
graders and seven teachers chaperones flew to 
Washington, D.C. for a three-day tour of the 
national capitol. This was certainly John’s 
most ambitious and educationally rewarding 
field trip ever, not only because students 
visited sites they heard about in classes, but 
because it involved them cooperatively in 
year-long fund raising activities that saw them 
raise $7,000 towards the trip. 


If it is a truism that no school reaches 
its potential without continuous parent involve. 
ment, then Johnson is indeed fortunate to 
find so many parents participating in nearly 
all the things we do. Chaperoning field trips, 
organizing an ethnic luncheon, teaching in 
the Docent art program, running classes in the 
student activity program, serving as aides in 
the office, media and computer lab, partici- 
pating in the handling of our call-in program, 
organizing fund raisers, serving on committees 
to determine the wisest expenditures of state 
grants, acting as host parents for METCO 
students, arranging assembly programs, organ- 
izing and conducting family nights, and serv- 
ing as faithful members of the Parent Ad- 
visory Council — all are but a few examples 
of parental support enjoyed by Johnson in 
1986. 
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BIRD MIDDLE SCHOOL — 1986 


During the past year the Bird Middle 
School opened its’ doors to 4th grade stu- 
dents for the very first time which created a 
school population containing grades 4-8. 
This new grade organization was prefaced by 
a year of study involving parents, staff and 
administration on a Grade 4 Transition Study 
Committee. 


The culminating transition activity was 
an orientation program for parents, staff and 
students which made everyone aware of any 
changes and new procedures one could expect 
when they arrived which all helped to provide 
the school with one of its’ easiest September 
openings. 


In addition, the Mass. Educational Assess- 
ment tests were given to all students through- 
out the state in grades 3, 7 and 11 in the areas 
of Reading, Mathematics and Science. The 
tests provided each school with a welcome 
opportunity to examine its’ curriculum in 
light of Mass. Dept. of Education curriculum 
goals and Bird Middle School was pleased 
with its results. 


Our Parent Advisory Committee contin- 
ues aS an active participant in the school’s 
operation and provides support through a 
variety of means, all the way from homeroom 
parties to fund raisers which contribute to 
the school’s student enrichment programs. 


FISHER SCHOOL — 1986 


The school year for 1986 saw Fisher 
School work hard at maintaining its commit- 
ment to quality education for its children 
while producing an environment that. all 
enjoyed. This was also a year in preparation 
for the transition from a K-4 building to a 
K-3 Primary Unit. 


Communicating was at the heart of what 
turned out to be a very successful transition 
of grade four to Johnson and Bird Middle 
Schools. Children talked to children, parents 
to parents, teachers to teachers, parent to 
teachers, teachers to parents, et al., to insure 
that everyone was comfortable with this 
move as well as fully aware of what was going 
to happen. Many meetings were held and 
many activities planned. By the completion of 


the school year, the move to the Middle 
Schools was as natural as though it was the 
usual happening. Kudos go to the many 
parents and staff who cooperated so com- 
pletely in this regard. 


Along with preparation for the transition, 
Fisher School was busy saying good-bye to 
the grade three as well as the grade four 
classes. There was the combining of these two 
classes to make the year memorable by work- 
ing on the School Store, Annual Year Book, 
Beautification Projects, Special Field Trips, 
Publication of the quarterly Fisher Flag, 
Junior Symphony at the B.S.O., Nutcracker, 
and the Annual Awards Assembly. 


Our assembly program, thanks in part to 
a very active Fine Arts Committee of our 
P.A.C., was busy bringing to the children a 
wide variety of programs. Included in the 
offerings would be: The Brass Quintet, Dick 
Lusius’ Falconer, The Taylor Dancers, The 
World of Snakes, Folk Singers, Mr. and Mrs. 


Fish, and even a visit from Ronald MacDonald. 


Through the very active school P.A.C., 
we were able to bring a wide variety of events 
to Fisher. In residence we had a story teller 
and a sculptor. Sunday, March 9, found our 
school alive with families enjoying the annual 
get-to-gether we call Winter Carnival. Love 
Your Lunch, Teacher Appreciation Tea, Open 
House, Craft Fair, identify but a few high- 
lights of the year. Volunteer involvement was 
evident and allowed Fisher to offer a Com- 
puter Lab, PALS, Bookmobile, Docent, and 
other programs that were successful. 


The children talk about the fun they had 
when they exhibited their ‘“Big Books’’ at 
Needham, their art display at the Mall, Au- 
thor’s Day in the Media, their day at the 
Museum of Fine Arts, and a visit to the 
Agricultural School and Heartland. 
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Fisher joined Old Post Road School in 
being a Charter Member of the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges. The 
process has begun so that in April, 1988, we 
will be accredited after self-evaluation, visita- 
tion, and assessment from the N.E.A.S.C. 


OLD POST ROAD SCHOOL — 1986 


Of particular significance for 1986 was 
the increased participation of parents in our 
school activities. A prime example of this 
was the newly-formed computer lab, staffed 
completely by qualified parent volunteers. 
Other parents helped in the Media Center, 
chaperoned field trips, conducted art classes 
about famous artists (Docent Program), 
served on the Parent Advisory Council, 
planned and ran the annual ‘Gingerbread 
Bazaar’ for school enrichment, held the 
annual Book Fair, a Teacher Appreciation 
Tea, helped organize and supervise a Field 
Day, and for the first time planned a P.A.C. 
dance for parents and staff which was very 
successful. 


Special assemblies featured Dick Lucias 
on Birds, Dr. Thurm on Eye Care, a speaker 
on Halley's Comet, March of Dimes Reading 
Champions, Storyteller Aili Singer, grade 
level musicals, and ‘‘Annie’’ produced by 
Bird Middle School students. 


Educational Field Trips included: Moose- 
hill Sanctuary ‘‘Sugaring Off’’ for maple 
syrup, Peter Pan production at Bird Middle 
School, the Museum of Science, Nutcracker 
Suite, Pinocchio and Statue of Liberty 
productions.

TRI-COUNTY REGIONAL VOCATIONAL 
TECHNICAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


In July 1986, Charles Mucciarone was ap- 
pointed a representative from the Town of 
Franklin to the Tri-County Regional School 
District Committee. Mr. Mucciarone succeeded 
Carole Russell who had served the Town and the 
District well for a period of four years. 


The elected officers are: John Hanley 
(Seekonk) Chairman, Arthur Green (Sherborn) 
Vice-Chairman, and John Hurley (Medway) 


Secretary. Robert Rappa (Franklin) was appoint- 


ed Chairman of the Budget Sub-Committee and 
Mr. Hurley was appointed Chairman of the 
Personnel/Policy Sub-Committee. Albert Chou- 
inard (Medfield) will continue to lead the 
Collective Bargaining Sub-Committee. 


Mr. Hurley, long active in the Massachu- 
setts Association of School Committees, was 
reelected to a second term as Chairman of 
Division VII1, M.A.S.C. Division VIII is made 
up of committee members of vocational schools 
statewide. 


The School Committee conducts its regular- 
ly scheduled meetings on the second and fourth 
Wednesday of each month at 8:00 P.M. in the 
Committee Meeting Room at the school. From 
the beginning of November until the end of 
February, the Committee meets on the first 
and third Wednesdays specifically for the pur- 
pose of budget development. Sub-committee 
meetings are scheduled as needed. 


Graduation 

On June 1, 210 students were graduated in 
an impressive ceremony. Chairman Hanley 
delivered the Commencement Address and 
music was provided by the Franklin High School 
Band conducted by Band Director Eric Rosen. 
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Awards and scholarships in the total amount 
of $23,000 were presented to deserving seniors. 
Class Valedictorian, Daniel Lallier, was awarded 
$1,000 as a Commonwealth Scholar as well as a 
full scholarship to Wentworth Institute. Daniel 
is a resident of Franklin and will pursue Elec- 
trical Engineering at Wentworth. 


Walpole residents who were the recipients of 
awards and scholarships are Scott Fitzgerald, 
Eric Johnson, and John D’Espinosa. Local or- 
ganizations that contributed substantially to 
the scholarship program are the Walpole Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Reliance Lodge No. 137 
Independent Order of Odd Fellows, and Walpole 
Epiphany Parish. 


Guidance 

In September, one hundred and seventy-six 
ninth grade students enrolled at Tri-County. Of 
that number twenty-three were Walpole resi- 
dents. At this time there are one hundred and 
ten Walpole residents in attendance with a total 
enrollment of seven hundred and eighty-three. 
Walpole’s rate of participation has been estab- 
lished at 14.03%. 


Throughout the course of the year the Guid- 
ance Department administered the Preliminary 
Scholastic Aptitude Tests, the SRA Achieve- 
ment Tests, the Armed Services Vocational 
Aptitude Battery and the Massachusetts Assess- 
ment Tests. 


Our immediate follow-up of the June grad- 
uates indicate that 74% of them entered the 
workforce, 18% went on to further higher 
education and 6% entered the military. 


Technical Programs 

As technology continues to develop, the im- 
portance of challenging the students in the tech- 
nical courses becomes increasingly evident. 
Therefore, the senior in Electronics have been 
introduced to the Advanced Placement course 
in Pascal with the expectation that they will be 
adequately prepared to deal with the sophisti- 
cated nature of the material. 


The emphasis and thrust of both technical 
and vocational program has been to provide our 
students with the competitive edge in the work 
force. The Drafting and Graphic Arts curricula, 
along with Electronics, have utilized more com- 
plicated software to achieve that goal. Building 
upon the basic introduction last year to the 
CAD program and the Modular Composition 
Systems, students have progressed rapidly to 
programming those computers with an improved 
degree of efficiency. 


Service Occupations 

Since the opening of Dean Cooperative Bank 
last year, students in the Distributive education 
program who have rotated through it have been 
offered part-time and full-time positions with 
the bank’s main office. This is perhaps one of 
the best examples of goal achievements for Tri- 
County staff. 


Rainbow Room renovations are continuing 
this year and it is expected that the work will 
be completed by Spring. Natural oak wood 
paneling and track lighting have softened and 
enhanced the popular dining room. The work 
has been done by Carpentry and Electrical 
students under the supervision of their instruc- 
tors. 


Patients at Medfield State Hospital are 
enjoying the creative artistry of students in the 
Commercial Art program. The plain dormitory 
walls were converted into pleasant, colorful 
murals last year. The project was completed in 
two months, with some patients enthusiastically 
offering suggestions and others just amazed at 
the skill of the students. 


The toddler program in Child Care con- 
tinued to be extremely popular with mothers in 
the community. Sharing ideas and problems 
while their little children were involved in play 
with each other became an anticipated pleasure 
on Monday mornings. Because of its popularity, 
a waiting list for the 1987-88 school year has 
already been established. 
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The staff and students in the service occupa- 
tions at Tri-County wish to thank the members 
of this community for their continued support. 


Vocational Programs 

Grant funds have provided several of our 
shops with the latest state-of-the-art test/training 
equipment. The Air Conditioning and Refrigera- 
tion Shop has received and put into use a Heat 
Pump Demonstrator & Controls Trainer, Gas 
Controls Demonstrator, 3-Phase Compressor 
Controls Demonstrator, and a _ Refrigeration 
System Trainer. The Machine Shop is about to 
receive a Spectra Light C.N.C. Training System 
that will simulate for training instruction actual 
computer numerical control machining opera- 
tions. Metal Trades Shop has received and is 
offering up-to-date instructional methods and 
proper use of their new Plasma Arc Cutting & 
Welding equipment. The Auto Repair Shop 
has received a Sun Electric Diagnostic Engine 
Tester. This “computerized interrogator’, as it 
is called, has the capabilities of testing the 
complicated electronic/computer controlled en- 
gines of today. Our upper class Auto Repair 
trainees are now receiving this instruction. 


Our outside work program is now engaged 
in completely renovating the Oak Grove Farm 
House for the Town of Millis. This farm house 
has been certified and registered by the His- 
torical Society. The project will engage our 
Masonry students to repair and reconstruct three 
chimneys. Our Carpentry pupils will install a 
new roof and repair the entire structure (all 
windows and doors included) inside and outside. 
A new three-room apartment will also be inclu- 
ded in this project. New electric service new 
wiring, receptacles and fixtures will be installed 
by our electrical students. Our Plumbing trainees 
intend to install a new heating system and pro- 
vide all plumbing and drainage needs throughout 
the entire house. 


Funds have been appropriated by the Town 
of Medway and we will refurbish/upgrade Sta- 
tion Il for the Medway Fire Department. Our 
Masonry, Carpentry, Electrical and Plumbing 
students will provide all of the work skills neces 
sary to accomplish this huge project. Work to 
be done on the Fire Station will include a new 
gas heating system, new electrical system (com- 
plete), installation of a modern kitchen, three 
showers, and a twelve-foot extension/addition to 
the building with change over and installation 
of modern overhead doors. Brick facing for the 


entire structure will enhance the building, 
giving it a new/modern appearance. 


Athletic Department 

Once again the Tri-County Athletic Depart- 
ment offered the students of Tri-County the 
Opportunity to participate in athletics on the 
varsity and junior varsity level. Although no 
state or league titles were won, the athletes of 
Tri-County distinguished themselves by deter- 
mination and pride. 


The Boys Basketball Team held a benefit 
basketball game honoring the heroes who died 
in the space shuttle disaster. A large sum of 
money was raised and sent to the Space Shuttle 
Family Relief Fund in Washington. 


The Girls Basketball Team participated in 
the Cape Cod Basketball Tournament and fin- 
ished in a runner-up position. Nisa Erickson was 
named to the Mayflower League All Star Team 
and the Middlesex News All Star Team. 


Ron Hodgkins displayed some _ terrific 
speed and agility in the high and low hurdles 
and was a force in the 100 dash for the Cougars 
Track & Field Team. 


The Baseball Team was led by Senior Cap- 
tain Ed Recchia who also was named to the 
Mayflower League All Star Team. 


The Football, Soccer, Volleyball and Cross 
Country Teams all participated in athletic action 
this Fall. Several Cougars were placed on their 
respective All Star Teams: Nisa Erickson, Cam 
McLaughlin, in Volleyball; Dave Yurek, Randy 
Tremblay in Soccer. 


A lot of enthusiasm and interest is being 
generated by the student body over the up- 
coming hockey and baseball seasons. Hopefully 
the Cougars will soon bring home a champion- 
ship banner! 


Evening School 

The first semester of the 1986-87 school 
year Tri-County Evening School offered twenty- 
five courses. These courses included six which 
lead to licenses needed to practice a trade. We 
also offered the following new courses to our 
program: Cartooning, Homeowners Mainten- 
ance, Basic Computer, Computer-aided Drafting 
CAD/CAM, Baking & Cake Decorating, and 
Graduate Equivalency Diploma. 


We currently have a student population of 
391, which is the highest enrollment at evening 
school since Tri-County opened its doors ten 
years ago. During the month of December we 
will be offering mini-courses which will run for a 
three-week period. 


Summary 

As we move into 1987 and continue to pro- 
vide the best in educational needs to our stu- 
dents, we thank the district residents for their 
support and cooperation. We intend to maintain 
in the future these high educational standards 
that have earned us that support in the past.

1986 has been a year of great change at the 
Walpole Public Library. Several key staff chan- 
ges have been made including a new Director, 
new Technical Services Librarian, new Assistant 
Children’s Librarian and two new part-time 
Library Clerks. The physical plant has been 
improved and many new services have been 
either implemented or planned. The library 
continues to be a community center with over 
120,000 patron visits and an equal number of 
books, magazines, records, cassettes and other 
materials circulated. 


Throughout the year many programs were 
offered appealing to different segments of the 
community. Led by our Children’s Librarian, 
Ruth Mahan, the Children’s Department offered 
a potpourri of delights. Pre-school story hours 
were held in winter, spring and fall. Craft oppor- 
tunities, films and educational exhibits were 
yearlong staples. Reading clubs were held in 
both summer and winter with over 700 children 
participating. Clown programs both entertained 
and enlightened children with the appearances 
of “Curley the Clown’’ (Joe Howard) in the 
summer and “Pop the Clown” (Tom Doran) in 
the fall. Other guests included Carol Kingsbury, 
“The Music Lady”, folksinger Ben Tousley and 
veterinarian Dr. Hedley Marks. 


The Friends of the Walpole Public Library 
offered a number of programs in addition to 
their numerous hours of volunteer time. In the 
winter-spring period, author Ann Bernays and a 
program on travel were featured. This past fall 
the annual book sale was held and programs on 
crafts and student financial aid offered. 


The interior of the library saw some im- 
portant changes. Air conditioning for the newer 
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section was installed. Fhis will not only make 
the library a more pleasant place to visit, but 
more importantly help to preserve its contents. 
New carpeting was also installed and a reference 
area created. Overshadowing all these changes 
was our joining the Old Colony Library Net- 
work. In Spring Town Meeting, Article 27 was 
approved. It provides monies for the purchase 
and installation of a modern, comprehensive 
computer system that will allow the library to 
dramatically increase its effectiveness. As 1986 
drew to a close, the first steps toward that goal 
were taken with the installation of wiring and 
cabling. Throughout 1987 the pace will quicken 
as the computer system itself is installed. 


As always, volunteers were an important 
part of the library’s successes. The Friends of 
the Library contributed uncounted hours. In 
the fall several Girl Scout troops planted bulbs 
donated by the Norfolk County Conservation 
District. We look forward to their colorful 
efforts this spring. Thanks also go to Mary 
Locke, Kris Coffman, Micky Tobin, Carol Kings- 
bury, Janet Wells and Stanley Worth for their 
many hours of help. 


Special thanks must go to Lynda Heller. 
In her five years as Director she brought a dedi- 
cation and professionalism to her job which is 
reflected throughout the library. The results 
of her efforts can only be built upon. 


The upcoming year will see the library facing 
great challenges. The switch over from a totally 
manual system to a totally computerized system 
will be a complex job. Other problems and 
difficulties will likely arise. However, this library 
has one tremendous advantage, the commitment 
of many; the Board of Library Trustees, the 
Town Administration and town workers, the 
Friends, the library staff and most importantly 
the citizens of Walpole. By maintaining this 
commitment we can continue to provide quality 
library services to all. 


TOWN PLANNING 


WALPOLE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board meets on the first and 
third Thursdays of the month, plus special meet- 
ing as required. Approximately Thirty-five 
meetings were held this year, plus joint work- 
shops with other Boards and Town Officials to 
discuss items of mutual concern. 


The Board reviewed and acted on over 60 
Form A plans, and reviewed numerous study 
and preliminary plans. Over 27 Board of Appeal 
cases were reviewed and over 20 public hearings 
were held. Over 190 appointments were given 
for Planning Board business. Filing fees totaled 
approximately $15,800 in income for the Town. 


During 1986 the Board continued to review 
the Rules and Regulations, with changes to be 
proposed for 1987. The Board also presented 
significant Zoning By-Law changes. In 1986 
the Master Plan Implementation Committee 
was formulated, with members from eleven com- 
mittees being represented and six members at 
large who were jointly appointed. 


In July Mr. William Haigh resigned as Chair- 
man of the Planning Board and Mrs. Linda 


O’Brien as Vice-Chairman became acting Chair- 
man.

PERSONNEL BOARD 


The Personnel Board meets at 7:30 P.M. in 
the Town Hall on the first and third Mondays of 
each month. The Board consists of Edward 
O’Brien, Chairman; and Members, Bradley Berit, 
Wallace Coburn, Cheryl Lathrop and Richard 
Mansen; and Board Secretary, Valorie Donohue. 


The primary functions of the Board are to 
establish and maintain an equitable Wage and 
Salary Program and that is competitive with 
other towns and companies in this area and in- 
cludes relevant Job Descriptions and an Em- 
ployee Performance Appraisal System. It is also 
the Board’s responsibility to develop and main- 
tain Personnel Policies that apply to the Town 
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employees. 


Members served on the Town negotiating 
teams for the Police, Fire, Library and Clerical 
contracts. 


In addition to the normal Personnel busi- 
ness the Board has undertaken two major 
projects. The first is the development and 
printing of an Employee Handbook. The second 
project is a detailed survey of professional 
employees’ salaries using information from ten 
local towns. 


BOARD OF SEWER AND WATER COMMISSIONERS 


The Board of Sewer & Water Commissioners 
was established in 1973 by virtue on the “‘new” 
Town Charter. This Commission consists of five 
members elected at large by vote of the register- 
ed voters of the Town for three years, over- 
lapping terms such that the term of office of not 
more than two members shall expire each year. 


In May, William Abbott was elected as 
chairman of the Board, Patrick Fasanello elected 
as clerk, and the remaining members were 
Edward Delaney, Edward Forsberg, and Robert 
Barrett. 


Mr. William L. Richard is the Sewer & Water 
Superintendent and Mr. Richard Matson, Assist- 
ant Superintendent. 


1986 saw low levels of volatile organic 
chemical contaminants show up in Washington 
Well Number 6 in increasing frequency. These 
contaminants have shown up periodically in the 
School Meadow Brook aquifer since 1980. As a 
result of the increase frequency that these con- 
taminants were showing up in the regular water 
tests, a field investigation was started in April to 
determine the source. The preliminary results 
pointed to a corporation located in Sharon on 
Route 1. At the request of the Town, they 
hired an engineer to study the level of contamin- 
ants on their site. The result of the study re- 
vealed that the chemicals that were found in 
Washington Well Number 6 were on the Corpor- 
ations property. As a result of the Town’s 
information and the Corporations study, the 
state Department of Environmental Quality 
Engineering has sited the company as being 
possibly responsible for the contamination and 
has ordered the company to undertake further 
tests and to develop a plan to remove the con- 
taminants from the aquifer. In December the 
Board decided to remove Washington Well 
Number 6 from the position as our main water 
producing well to one of a peaking well, whose 
function will be to supply water only when the 
other Town wells can not meet the Town’s 
water requirements. The Town has also applied 
to the state for a grant to put in place a tem- 
porary treatment facility and start the engineer- 
ing studies for a permanent treatment plant. 


In other water related items, the Town 
developed a new well in the Mine Brook aquifer, 
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Mine Brook Number 5. This new well should 
be on line and producing water for the Town by 
the summer of 1987. The Town also acquired 
the necessary land around Washington Well 
Number 5 so that well could be placed into 
service during 1987. 


During 1986 the Town completed the $8 
million sewer extension project with the excep- 
tion of Contract 3 — Replacement of Existing 
Septage Receiving facility. This brought the 
sewer system to the south and west sections of 
Walpole. The Town is pursuing a new Chapter 
557 grant to bring sewers to 3 sections of town 
(the Sandra and Hale Road area, the Broad and 
Huntington Road area) and the Captiva Road 
area). These areas were identified as having 
frequent on site septic problems. 


The Town continued to study the location 
of the replacement of the Town’s septage receiv- 
ing facility, with two sites having been selected 
as possible locations (a site on the Norwood 
line near Hollingsworth & Vose and a site off 
of Production Road the southern part of Town). 


The Town voted to require the residents on 
sewered streets, that lived in the Groundwater 
Protection districts, to connect to the sewer 
system within 1 to 4 years depending on the 
sensitivity of the area. 


1986 also saw.the need to raise the water 
rates to $15.00 per 1,000 cubic feet of water 
used. This increase was required to continue 
making improvements to the water supply and 
distribution systems. The sewer rates were also 
raised to $7.50 per 1,000 cubic feet of sewage 
(the amount being calculated as 80% of the 
water used). The sewer rate increase was re- 
quired to meet the increased assessment by the 
Massachusetts Water Resources Authority. Fur- 
ther rate increases are anticipated to cover the 
Town's share of the court ordered clean up of 
Boston Harbor, which has been polluted by the 
antiquated MWRA sewer treatment plants. 


The Board would like to extend its’ appre- 
ciation to the Director of Public Works, An- 
thony Celli and the Sewer & Water Superinten- 
dent, William Richard for their help and cooper- 
ation during the past year.

The Walpole Housing Authority currently 
operates a variety of State and Federal Programs 
bringing the number of publicly assisted housing 
units to 207. The present State programs include 
Elderly Conventional Housing (Chapter 667), 
which consists of 118 units owned and managed 
by the Authority at Neponset View Terrace and 
Diamond Pond Terrace; 18 units of the Chapter 
707 Rental Assistance Program, where the 
Authority subsidizes the rents of eligible renants 
in the private sector, and 12 units of Conven- 
tional Family Housing (Chapter 705) under 
construction. The Authority also administers 
59 units through the Federal Section 8 Rental 
Assistance Program. 


The offices of the Authority are located at 
8 Diamond Pond Terrace and are open Monday 
through Friday from 9:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. 
The office telephone number is 668-7878. 


The Board of Commissioners, who oversee 
the operation of the Authority and establish 
its policy, consists of five members, four of 
whom are elected Town Officials and one mem- 
ber appointed by the Governor. The Board 
regularly meets in the Community Room at 
Diamond Pond Terrace at 7:30 p.m. in the 
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first Monday of each month. 


During the past year John Campbell, who 
had joined the Board in the Fall of 1985 chose 
not to run at the regular election. We appre- 
ciated John’s efforts for the short time he was a 
member. Also during 1986 Nancy Jarvis who 
had been a member of the Board since 1980 
resigned. Nancy in her many years as a Board 
member had worked diligently to expand the 
scope of the Authority, thus enabling us to 
assist more people with housing. The Commis- 
sioners wish to extend their best wishes to both 
for continued success in their endeavors. 


The Board welcomed two new members 
during 1986; Joseph Betro, who is a member of 
the Walpole Police Department and Ernest 
Manocchio, a member of the Walpole Fire 
Department who had previously served on the 
Board for fifteen years. Also, Rev. John Gris- 
wold’s appointment as State member of the 
Board was confirmed by Secretary Anthony. 


In July of 1986 the Family Housing Project 
at Stone and Ellis Streets went out to bid. The 
contract was awarded to Paul Sardella Construc- 
tion Company, Inc., the lowest bidder and con- 


struction began in September. Construction is 
moving according to schedule and we anticipate 
occupancy in May of 1987. A Groundbreaking 
Ceremony was held at the site on September 
10th and was attended by many local and state 
dignitaries, including Senator Arthur J. Lewis, 
Jr., Representative Francis H. Woodward and 
Secretary Amy S. Anthony. 


On November 12th the Authority officially 
opened its waiting list for the new family hous- 
ing (Chapter 705) by taking applications at 
Blackburn Hall. Fifty (50) applications were 
received on the first day and additional appli- 
cations have been coming in ever since bringing 
the total to approximately 75 families on the 
waiting list.

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FINANCES 


TOWN TREASURER 


The fundamental duty of the Town Trea- 
surer is to take charge of all Town funds. These 
funds come from several sources, such as taxa- 
tion, charges, fees, federal and state grants. 


During the year the Treasurer’s office handles 
over fifty million dollars. This office is one of 
the highly complex Town departments, main- 
taining numerous accounts and extensive records 
covering such areas as borrowing, bonding, in- 
vestments, tax titles, cemeteries, trust funds, 
payroll and all deductions for same. Reconciling 
and disbursing accounts payable. 


Several times during the year when receipts 
cannot meet expenses, the Treasurer has to bor- 
row in anticipation of tax revenues. This fiscal 
year the Treasurer had to borrow $2,000,000 in 
anticipation of taxes. 


During this fiscal year monies available to 
me were 98% invested.

CAPITAL BUDGET COMMITTEE 


Tke Capital Budget Committee is a citizens’ 
committee established by the Walpole Home 
Rule Charter. It is charged with the responsibili- 
ty for making recommendations to the Board of 
Selectmen, the Finance Committee and the 
Town Meeting on the town’s capital expendi- 
tures — immediate and long range. The Com- 
mittee studies cost estimates, financing and time 
schedules for implementation of the master 
programs for water mains, well development, 
road construction, land acquisition and major 
building projects. 


The Committee is composed of seven mem- 
bers: three ‘‘at large’ citizens appointed by the 
Town Moderator; three members chosen by the 
Finance Committee from its own members; and 
One member chosen by the Planning Board 
from its membership. Assisting the Committee 
administratively is the Assistant Town Admin- 
istrator and his staff. 


The present Committee places a high priority 
on securing the protection of the town’s present 
and future water needs and insuring the consis- 
tent and ongoing repair and rebuilding of the 
town’s infrastructure. We feel our recommenda- 
tions during the past fiscal year are a manifesta- 
tion of this emphasis. We have recommended 
funding for development of Washington Well 
#5; funding for three parcels of land, in or 
adjacent to our water acquifers; funding for 
another leg of the Master Plan for water mains; 
funding for the Master Plan’s sewer lateral 
program, and funding for wide-ranging chip seal 
and bituminous concrete improvement program 
for our town roads. 


The present membership of the Capital Bud- 
get Committee is listed in the front section of 
the Town Report under Moderator Appointed 
Committees. 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Meeting Mondays and Thursdays prior to 


the Spring and Fall Annual Town Meetings as - 


well as before Special Town Meetings, the 
Finance Committee researches, investigates, and 
discusses all articles on the Town Meeting War- 
rant. The 15 member committee, appointed by 
the Town Moderator to three year staggered 
terms, conclude their deliberations by making 
recommendations as to what they deem appro- 
priate action for Town Meeting. 


Theprinted warrant with Finance Committee 
Recommendations — Favorable Action, No Ac- 
tion or Recommendation at Town Meeting 
must be in the hands of all residences seven days 
prior to the convening of Town Meeting; it is 
this timing requirement coupled with allowing 
for the actual printing of the booklet which 
tightens the scheduling for accomplishing their 
task and adds to the enormity of the challenge 
which faces each Finance Committee. 


In all respects, the responsibilities of the 
Finance Committee are singularly challenging; at 
the same time, it is rewarding to be able to 
serve the Town basically in the role of being the 
citizens’ advocates. The Committee, individually 
and collectively, spend untold hours preparing 
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for Town Meeting, so that the recommenda- 
tions presented at Town Meeting will be direct, 
knowledgeable, substantiated and devoid of 
emotionalism. Based on the Finance Committee’s 
depth and breadth of scrutinizing of all articles 
coming before Town Meeting, it might be fair 
to say that Finance Committee Members are 
among the best informed of the Town’s citizens. 


Proponents and opponents of articles readily 
avail themselves of the opportunity to appear 
before the Finance Committee to express their 
views. As the demands for municipal services 
continue to grow and the sources for increasing 
revenues are bound by various budgetary con- 
straints, it would be hoped that citizens and 
especially, Representative Town Meeting Mem- 
bers, would make greater efforts to attend meet- 
ings of the Finance Committee. In this way, 
citizens could let their wishes be known to 
their representatives prior to Town Meeting 
action, in turn the Representative Town Meet- 
ing Members would be voting on the basis of 
having the maximum information with the time 
to make thoughtful judgments, and the Finance 
Committee would have the additional benefit of 
citizens’ information. 


FISCAL & MONETARY REVIEW COMMITTEE 


The Fiscal and Monetary Review Committee 
is an ad hoc committee that was appointed by 
the Board of Selectmen in December, 1984. Its 
charter is to review the fiscal operation of the 
town and to recommend improvements. In 1986 
the committee consisted of seven members: 
Tony Amichetti, Judith Anderson, Jack Fisher, 
Ron Fortin (chairman), Chery! Lathrop, Russ 
Olson, and Paul Viano. The members were 
selected from the private sector and have varied 
backgrounds such as banking, finance, account- 
ing, computer engineering, and auditing. 


In 1985, the committee studied the opera- 
tions of the town’s financial offices by inter- 
viewing the department heads and by spending 
time in each office observing the day-to-day 
operation. All findings were documented in a 
report entitled ‘‘A Summary of Findings and 
Recommendations”, dated 1/14/86. This resport 
identified specific structural changes needed to 
improve the financial operation of the town. In 


early 1986, the committee reviewed the town 
charter to identify the particular sections of the 
charter that would require modification. The 
committee gave a comprehensive presentation 
to the 1986 Spring Town Meeting that included: 
an introduction of the committee members, a 
summary of the points in the committee’s re- 
port, a history of this issue, and the recom- 
mended legal wording changes to the charter. 
After a lengthy question and answer period, the 
article containing these recommendations was 
defeated by one vote (it received one vote less 
than the 2/3 required for passage). 


Because the vote was so close, the commit- 
tee felt that the town was most interested in the 
proposed improvements. Therefore, the commit- 
tee is reviewing its findings and will update its 
report as necessary before again presenting its 
recommendations to Town Meeting in 1987. 
This work began in the second half of 1986 and 
will be completed in 1987. 


BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


Although the duties of the Assessor’s office 
are many and varied, our main priority is to pro- 
duce an annual tax bill to provide the Town 
with the necessary funds to operate. 


This year we successfully completed a town 
wide revaluation for the fiscal period 1987. 
The Walpole Assessing office was the twenty- 
ninth town out of 120 towns in Massachusetts 
to receive State approval of their work. Congra- 
tulations to our staff for a job well done. 


Although we are still experiencing problems 
with the new computer, we are confident 
that these problems will be solved before the 
next billing cycle. 


This year we said a fond “‘Adieu”’ to Betsie 
Smith and Marie Woods. A special thanks to 
Marie who retired July 1, 1986. We hope she 
will enjoy many years of the ‘‘Good Life’’ with 
her husband Don and their three sons. 
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January 21, 1987 marked the Thirtieth An- 
niversary for Assessor Robert Cobb as an elected 
official in town government. A record we are all 
proud of.

NOTES TO COMBINED FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
JUNE 30, 1986 


Definition of Reporting Entity 


The combined financial statements present information on organizations and activities of the 
Town of Walpole, Massachusetts for which the Board of Selectmen have oversight responsi- 
bility which, for purposes of financial reporting, includes only the Town of Walpole, Massa- 
chusetts. 


Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


(a) Basis of Presentation 
The accounting policies of the Town conform with generally accepted accounting principles, 
except that (1) the Town does not maintain a record of the cost of its fixed assets and ac- 
cordingly does not report a general fixed assets group of accounts; and (2) the records of the 
non-expandable trust funds, which are maintained by an independent custodian, were un- 
available and resulted in the omission of the financial statements of the non-expendable trust 


funds.

Fund Accounting 

The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds and a long-term obligations 
account group, each of which is considered a separate accounting entity. The operations of 
each fund and the account group are accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing 
accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund balance, revenues, expenditures and other 
financing sources and uses. The funds are summarized by type in the combined financial 
statements. The following fund types and account groups are used by the Town: 


GOVERNMENTAL FUND TYPES 


General Fund — The General Fund is the general operating fund of the Town. It is used to 
account for all financial resources except those required to be accounted for in another 
fund. 


Special Revenue Funds — Special Revenue Funds are used to account for the proceeds of 
specific revenue sources (other than expendable trusts or major capital projects) that are 
legally restricted to expenditures for specific purposes. 


Capital Projects Funds — Capital Projects Funds are used to account for financial resources 
to be used for the acquisition or construction of major capital facilities. 


FIDUCIARY FUND TYPES 


Trust and agency funds are used to account for assets held by the Town in a trustee capacity. 
These include expendable trust and agency funds. Expendable trust funds are accounted for in 
essentially the same manner as governmental funds. Agency funds are custodial in nature (assets 
equal liabilities) and do not involve measurement of results of operations. 


ACCOUNT GROUP 


The general long-term obligations group of accounts is used to establish control and accounta- 
bility for the Town’s general long-term obligations. 
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(c) Basis of Accounting 

The modified accrual basis of accounting is followed by governmental and expendable trust 
funds. Under the modified accrual basis of accounting, revenues are recorded when suscep- 
tible to accrual (i.e., both measureable and available). Available means collectible within the 
current period or soon enough thereafter to be used to pay liabilities of the current period. 
The Town accrues as revenues the amount of property taxes due the Town prior to year-end 
and collected within 60 days of the end of its fiscal year. Interest on long-term debt is re- 
corded when due. Expenditures, other than interest on long-term debt, are recorded when 
goods are received or services are rendered. 


Deferred Revenue 
Deferred revenues are recognized for receivables which are measurable but not available to 
finance current operations.

(e) Encumbrances 
Encumbrance accounting, under which purchase orders, contracts and other commitments 
for expenditures of funds are recorded to reserve that portion of the applicable appropria- 
tion, is employed in the Governmental Fund types as a significant aspect of budgetary con- 
trol. 


Unencumbered appropriations which are carried over to the ensuing fiscal year are reported 
as “‘continuing appropriations’’. Continuing appropriations represent amounts appropriated 
for specific programs or projects which were not completed during the fiscal year. 


Encumbrances and continuing appropriations are reported as reservations of fund balances 
in the accompanying balance sheet because they do not constitute expenditures or liabilities. 
Encumbrances and continuing appropriations are combined with expenditures for budgetary 
comparison purposes (see note 5). 


(f) General Fixed Assets 
Generally accepted accounting principles require the Town to maintain a general fixed asset 
group of accounts. No such accounts are maintained. Assets purchased are recorded as ex- 
penditures of the acquiring fund. 


Vacation and Sick Leave Benefits 

Employee vacation leave is vested annually but may not be carried forward to succeeding 
years. Sick leave may accumulate at varying rates and is paid on termination. The Town’s 
policy is to recognize vacation costs at the time payments are made. Accumulated unused 
vested sick pay is not material.

Property Taxes 


Real and personal property taxes are based on values assessed as of each January 1 and are nor- 
mally due on the subsequent November 1, and May 1. By law, all taxable property in the Com- 
monwealth must be assessed at 100% of fair cash value. Taxes due and unpaid after the respective 
due dates are subject to interest and penalties. The Town has an ultimate right to foreclose on 
property for which taxes have not been paid. Property taxes levied are recorded as receivables, 
net of estimated uncollectibles, in the fiscal year of the levy. Property tax revenues are recorded 
in accordance with the modified accrual basis of accounting described in note 2. 


A statewide tax limitation statute known as ‘’Proposition 2%” limits the property tax levy to an 
amount equal to 2%% of the value of all taxable property in the Town. A secondary limitation is 
that no levy in a fiscal year may exceed the preceding year’s allowable tax levy by more than 
2%2%, plus taxes levied on certain property newly added to the tax rolls. Certain Proposition 22% 
taxing limitations can be overridden by a Town-wide referendum vote. 
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Long-Term Debt 


Bonds payable outstanding at June 30, 1986 bear interest at rates ranging between 3.25% and 
9.4% with a weighted average rate of 6.5%. Debt service requirements on outstanding debt during 
subsequent fiscal years are as follows:

The Commonwealth of Massachusetts has approved school construction assistance to the Town. 
The funds which are administered by the School Building Assistance Bureau (SBAB) provide re- 
sources for future principal and interest requirements on $2,305,000 of general obligation school 
bonds outstanding. These resources are subject to annual appropriation by the State Legislature 
and the Town’s compliance with certain reporting requirements. During 1986, the Town received 
$209,121 of such funding. Assuming satisfactory audit results and annual appropriations by the 
State legislature, $327,357 will be received annually for fiscal years 1987 through 1988 and 
$678,713 will be received annually for fiscal years 1989 through 1992. 


The Town is located in Norfolk County and is a member of the Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority (MBTA) and the Tri-County Regional Vocational School District (School! District). 
Aggregate net costs of service, including debt service requirements, are assessed to the Town and 
other members of these entities in accordance with various formulae. The following summary sets 
forth the amount of long-term debt of each entity at June 30, 1986, the Town’s estimated share 
and the total assessment (including debt service requirements) paid by the Town for 1986:

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On May 23, 1986, the Town obtained temporary loans in anticipation of federal and state reim- 
bursements for $1,000,000. The loans bear interest at rates ranging between 4.25% and 4.48% 
and are due on November 19, 1986. 


Budget Basis of Accounting 


The Town's General Fund budget is prepared on a basis other than generally accepted accounting 
principles (GAAP). The ‘‘actual’”’ results column of the Statement of Revenues and Expenditures — 
Budget and Actual — General Fund is presented on a ‘‘budget basis” to provide a meaningful 
comparison with the budget. The major differences between the budget and GAAP basis are that: 


(a) Revenues are recorded when cash is received except for real estate and personal property 
taxes which are recorded as revenue when levied (budget) as opposed to when measurable 
and available (GAAP); and 


(b) Encumbrances are recorded as expenditures (budget) as opposed to a reservation of fund 
balance (GAAP).

Pension Plan 


The Town participates in a contributory retirement system administered by the Norfolk County 
Retirement System that is partially funded by employee contributions. The retirement system 
operates a pension cost sharing arrangement. Annual contributions to the retirement system are 
determined on an overall pooled basis for participating employers on a pay-as-you-go basis by the 
Commonwealth’s Public Employee Retirement Administrator (PERA). Participating employers’ 
share of the total annual contribution is determined on the basis of active payroll. The Town’s 
share of the contribution was $470,000 in 1986. 


As of January 1, 1984, the date of the latest actuarial valuation, the actuarial present value of 


accumulated plan benefits of the Norfolk County Retirement System was $117,844,597 and the 
net assets available for benefits was $40,066,962. 


Operating Transfers 


Operating transfers constitute the transfer of resources from the fund that receives the resources 
to the fund that utilizes them. Operating transfers during the year were as follows:

In addition to recurring operating transfers, during 1986 the Town transferred $529,129 of 
residual equity accumulated in the capital projects fund to the general fund. 


Commitments and Contingencies 


There are several pending lawsuits against the Town. The Town is of the opinion that the potential 
claims not covered by insurance resulting from such litigation would not materially affect the 
financial position of the Town. No provision has been made in the financial statements for the 
effect, if any, of such matters. 


The Town’s policy for insuring its workmen’s compensation risks is as follows: For Town em- 
ployees, other than police and fire personnel, an amount is separately appropriated at Town 
Meeting. Police and fire personnel medical costs for injuries in the line of duty are appropriated 
within the department's annual budget. 


During the current year, claims expense incurred was approximately $3,864 for police, $2,530 for 
fire and $74,458 for other Town employees.

ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Town of Walpole By-Laws, Article XXIV 
Wetlands Protection By-Law, by submitting the existing Wetlands Protection By-Law for the following: 
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TOWN OF WALPOLE 
WETLAND PROTECTION BY-LAW 


Section 1: PURPOSE 


The purpose of this by-law is to protect the wetlands, related water resources, and adjoining 
land areas in this municipality by controlling activities deemed by the Conservation Commission likely 
to have a significant or cumulative effect upon wetland values, including but not limited to the follow- 
ing: public or private water supply, groundwater, flood control, erosion and sedimentation control, 
storm damage prevention, water pollution, fisheries, shellfish, wildlife habitat, recreation, aesthetics, 
agriculture values (collectively, the ‘‘wetland values protected by the by-law”’). 


Section 2: JURISDICTION 


Except as permitted by the Conservation Commission or as provided in this by-law, no person shall 
remove, fill, dredge, build upon, or alter the following resource areas: within 100 feet of any fresh- 
water wetland, coastal wetland, marsh, wet meadow, bog or swamp; within 100 feet of any bank, 
beach, dune, or flat; any lake, river, pond, stream, estuary, or the ocean; any land under said waters; 
or within 100 feet of any land subject to flooding or inundation by groundwater, surface water, 
tidal action, or coastal storm flowage. 


Section 3: EXCEPTIONS 


The permit and applications required by this by-law shall not be required for maintaining, re- 
pairing, or replacing, but not substantially changing or enlarging, an existing and lawfully located 
structure or facility used in the service of the public to provide electric, gas, water, telephone, tele- 
graph or other telecommunication services, provided that the structure or facility is not substantially 
changed or enlarged, provided that written notice has been given to the Commission prior to com- 
mencement of work, and provided that the work conforms to performance standards and design speci- 
fications in regulations adopted by the Commission. 


The permit and application required by this by-law shall not apply to emergency projects 
necessary for the protection of the health or safety of the public, provided that the work is to be 
performed by, or has been ordered to be performed by, an agency of the Commonwealth or a political 
subdivision thereof, provided that advance notice, oral or written, has been given to the Commission 
prior to commencement of work or within 24 hours after commencement, provided that the Conserva- 
tion Commission or its agent certified the work as an emergency project, provided that the work is 
performed only for the time and place certified by the Conservation Commission for the limited 
purposes necessary to abate the emergency, and provided that within 21 days of commencement of 
an emergency project a permit application shall be filed with the Commission for review as provided 
in this by-law. Upon failure to meet these and other requirements of the Commission, the Commission 
may, after notice and a public hearing, revoke or modify an emergency project approval and order 
restoration and mitigation measures. OL 


Other than stated in this section, the exceptions provided in, the Wetlands Protection Act shall 
not apply. 


Section 4: APPLICATION FOR PERMITS AND REQUESTS FOR DETERMINATION 


Written application shall be filed with the Commission to perform activities regulated by this by- 
law affecting resource areas protected by this by-law. The application shall include such information 
and plans as are deemed necessary by the Commission to describe proposed activities and their affects 
on the environment. No activities shall commence without receiving and complying with a permit 
issued pursuant to this by-law. 
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The Commission, in an appropriate case, may accept as the application and plant under this by- 
law the Notice of Intent and plans filed under the Wetlands Protection Act, G.L. c. 131, Sec. 40. 


Any person desiring to know whether or not proposed activity on an area is subject to this by- 
law may, in writing, request a determination from the Commission. Such a request for determina- 
tion shall contain data and plans specified by the regulations of the Commission. 


At the time of an application or request, the applicant shall pay a filing fee specified in regula- 
tions of the Commission. This fee is in addition to that required by the Wetlands Protection Act, 
G.L..c. 131, Sec. 40. In addition, the Commission is authorized to require the applicant to pay the 
costs and expenses of any expert consultant deemed necessary by the Commission to review the appli- 
cation or request up to a maximum of $2,500.00. The Commission may waive the filing fee and costs 
and expenses for an application or request filed by a government agency and shall waive them for a 
request for determination filed by a person having no financial connection with the property which 
is the subject of the request. 


Section 5: NOTICE OF HEARINGS 


Any person filing an application or request for determination with the Commission, at the same 
time shall give written notice thereof, by certified mail or hand delivery, to all abutters according to 
the most recent records of the assessors, including those across a traveled way or body of water. The 
notice to abutters shall enclose a copy of the application or request, with plans, or shall state where 
copies may be examined and obtained by abutters free of charge. When a person requesting a deter- 
mination is other than the owner, the request, the notice of the hearing and determination itself 
shall be sent by the Commission to the owner as well as to the person making the request. 


The Commission shall conduct a public hearing on any application or request for determination, 
with written notice given at the expense of the applicant, five working days prior to the hearing, in 
a newspaper of general circulation in the municipality. 


The Commission shall commence the public hearing within 21 days from receipt of a completed 
application or request for determination. 


The Commission shall issue its permit or determination in writing within 21 days of the close of 
the public hearing thereon. 


The Commission in an appropriate case may combine its hearing under this by-law with the 
hearing conducted under the Wetlands Protection Act, G.L. c. 131, Section 40. 


The Commission shall have authority to continue the hearing to a date certain announced at the 
hearing, for reasons stated at the hearing, which may include receipt of additional information offered 
by the applicant or others, information and plans required of the applicant, deemed necessary by the 
Commission in its discretion, or comments and recommendations of boards and officials listed in 
Section 6. In the event the applicant objects to a continuance or postponement, the hearing shall 
be closed and the Commission shall take action on such information as is available. 


Section 6: COORDINATION WITH THE OTHER BOARDS 


Any person filing a permit application or a request for determination with the Commission shall 
provide a copy thereof at the same time, by certified mail or hand delivery, to the City Council/ 
Board of Selectmen, Planning Board, Board of Appeals, Board of Health, Building Inspector, and the 
Town Engineer. The Commission shall not take final action until such boards and officials have had 
14 days from receipt of notice to file written comments and recommendations with the Commission, 
which the Commission shall take into account, but which shall not be binding on the Commission. 
The applicant shall have the right to receive any such comments and recommendations, and to respond 
to them at a hearing of the Commission, prior to final action. 
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Section 7: PERMITS, DETERMINATIONS, AND CONDITIONS 


If the Commission after a public hearing determines that the activities which are the subject of the 
application are likely to have significant or cumulative effect upon the wetland values protected by 
this by-law, the Commission, within 21 days of the close of the hearing, shall issue or deny a permit 
for the activities requested. If it issues a permit, the Commission shall impose conditions which the 
Commission deems necessary or desirable to protect those values, and all activities shall be done in 
accordance with those conditions. 


The Commission is empowered to deny a permit for failure to meet the requirements of this by- 
law; for failure to submit necessary information and plans requested by the Commission; for failure 
to meet the design specifications, performance standards, and other requirements in regulations of 
the Commission; for failure to avoid or prevent unacceptable significant or cumulative effects upon 
the wetland values protected by this by-law; and where no conditions are adequate to protect those 
values. Due consideration shall be given to any demonstrated hardship on the applicant by reason of 
denial, as presented at the public hearing. 


A permit shall expire three years from the date of issuance. Notwithstanding the above, the Com- 
mission in its discretion may issue a permit expiring five years from the date of issuance for recurring 
or continuous maintenance work provided that annual notification of time and location of work is 
given to the Commission. Any permit may be renewed once for an additional one year period, pro- 
vided that a request for a renewal is received in writing by the Commission prior to expiration. 


For good cause the Commission may revoke or modify a permit issued under this by-law after 
public notice and public hearing, and notice to the holder of the permit. 


The Commission in an appropriate case may combine the permit or other action on an applica- 
tion issued under this by-law with the Order of Conditions issued under the Wetlands Protection 
Act. 

Section 8: REGULATIONS 

After public notice and public hearing the Commission shall promulgate rules and regulations 
to effectuate the purposes of this by-law. Failure by the Commission to promulgate such rules and 
regulations or a legal declaration of their invalidity by a court of law, shall not act to supsend or 
invalidate the effect of this by-law. 

Section 9: DEFINITIONS 

The following definitions shall apply in the interpretation and implementation of this by-law. 

ABUTTER is any landowner, as determined by the most recent assessors’ records, whose land 
abuts the property that is the subject of the Notice of Intention or whose land lies directly across 


any street, road, river, stream, brook, or creek from the said property, or whose land is within 300 
feet of the subject property. 


ALTER shall include, without limitations, the following activities when undertaken to, upon, 
within or affecting areas protected by this law: 


a) Removal, excavation or dredging of soil, sand, gravel or aggregate materials of any kind; 


b) Changing of preexisting drainage characteristics, flushing characteristics, salinity distribu- 
tion, sedimentation patterns, flow patterns, or flood retention characteristics; 
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c) Drainage or other disturbance of water level or water table; 

d) Dumping, discharging or filling with any material which may degrade water quality; 
e) Placing of fill, or removal of material, which would alter elevation; 

f) Driving of piles, erection or repair of buildings, or structures of any kind; 

g) Placing of obstructions or objects in water; 

h) Destruction of plant life, including cutting of trees; 


i) Changing water temperature, biochemical oxygen demand, or other physical or chemical 
characteristics of water; 


j) Any activities, changes or work which may cause or tend to contribute to pollution of any 
body of water or groundwater. 


APPLICANT as used in these regulations, shall mean a person giving notice of intention to remove, 
fill, dredge, build upon, or alter, or a person on whose behalf such a notice is filed. 


BANK is defined as it is in M.G.L. Chap. 131, Section 40. 
BOG, see Marsh. 
FRESHWATER WETLAND is defined as it is in M.G.L. Chapter 131, Section 40. 


LAND ACTIVELY DEVOTED TO AGRICULTURAL USE shall mean the same as “Land in 
Agricultural Use” as defined in 310 CMR 10.04. 


NORMAL MAINTENANCE AND IMPROVEMENT shall be defined as it is in 310 CMR 10.04. 


LAND SUBJECT TO FLOODING OR INUNDATION shall mean the same as ‘‘Land in Agricul- 
tural Use’’ as defined in 310 CMR 10.04. 


NORMAL MAINTENANCE AND IMPROVEMENT shall be defined as it is in 310 CMR 10.04. 


MARSH, BOG, WET MEADOW and SWAMP are defined as they are in M.G.L., Chapter 131, 
Section 40, and are collectively known as vegetated wetlands. Credible evidence as to the wetland 
affinities of other vegetation in an area shall be considered in making wetland determinations. 


“PERSON” shall include any individual, group of individuals, association, partnership corporation, 
company, business organization, trust, estate, the Commonwealth or political subdivision thereof to 
the extent subject to town by-laws, administrative agency, public or quasi-public corporation or body, 
this municipality, and any other legal entity, its legal representatives, agents, or assigns. 


PROTECTED RESOURCE AREA shall mean any bank, freshwater wetland, marsh, bog, wet 
meadow, or swamp bordering on any creek, river, stream, pond, or lake or any land under said waters, 
or any land bordering thereon, or any land subject to flooding or inundation. Bordering in this context 
shall mean either (a) 100 feet horizontally lateral from the bank of any beach, marsh, meadow, or 
swamp bordering on a creek, river, stream, pond, lake, or wetland; or (b) 100 feet horizontally lateral 
from the water elevation of the 100-year storm, whichever is the greater of (a) or (b). 


SWAMP, see Marsh, 
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WET MEADOW, see Marsh. 
Section 10: SECURITY 


As part of a permit issued under this by-law, in addition to any security required by any other 
municipal or state board, agency or official, the Commission may require that the performance and 
observance of the conditions imposed hereunder be secured wholly or in part by one or more of the 
methods described below: 


a) By a proper bond or deposit of money or negotiable securities or other undertaking of finan- 
cial responsibility sufficient in the opinion of the Commission; 


b) By a conservation restriction, easement or other covenant enforceable in a court of law, 
running with the land to the benefit of this municipality whereby the permit conditions shall 
be performed and observed before any lot may be conveyed other than by mortgage deed. 


Section 11: ENFORCEMENT 


The Commission, its agents, officers, and employees shall have authority to enter upon privately 
owned land for the purpose of performing their duties under this by-law and may make or cause 
to be made such examinations, surveys or sampling as the Commission deems necessary. 


The Commission shall have authority to enforce this by-law, its regulations, and permits issued 
thereunder by violation notices administrative orders, and civil and criminal court actions. 


Upon request of the Commission, the City Council/Board of Selectmen and the City Solicitor/ 
Town Counsel shall take legal action for enforcement under civil law. Upon request of the Commis- 
sion the Chief of Police shall take legal action for enforcement under criminal law. 


Municipal boards and officers, including any police officer or other officer having police powers, 
shall have authority to assist the Commission in enforcement. 


Any person who violates any provision of this by-law, regulations thereunder, or permits issued 
thereunder, shall be punished by a fine of not more than $300.00. Each day or portion thereof during 
which a violation continues shall constitute a separate offense, and each provision of the by-law, 
regulations, or permit violated shall constitute a separate offense. 


In the alternative to criminal prosecution the Commission may elect to utilize the non-criminal 
disposition procedure set forth in G.L.c. AO, Section 21D. 


Section 12: BURDEN OF PROOF 


The applicant for a permit shall have the burden of providing by a preponderance of the credible 
evidence that the work proposed in the application will not have unacceptable significant or cumula- 
tive effect upon the wetland values protected by this by-law. Failure to provide adequate evidence to 
the Commission supporting this burden shall be sufficient cause for the Commission to deny a permit 
or grant a permit with conditions. 


Section 13: RELATION TO THE WETLANDS PROTECTION ACT 


This by-law is adopted under the Home Rule Amendment of the Massachusetts Constitution and 
the Home Rule statutes, independent of the Wetlands Protection Act, G.L. c. 131, Section 40, and 
regulations thereunder. 
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Section 14: SEVERABILITY 


The invalidity of any section or provision of this by-law shall not invalidate any other section or 
provision thereof, nor shall it invalidate any permit or determination which previously has been issued. 


(Petition of the Conservation Commission) 


ARTICLE 11. To see whether the Town will authorize its Treasurer to enter into a compensating 
agreement for fiscal year 1987 pursuant to Chapter 44, Section 53F, of the General Laws by appro- 
priation, transfer, or borrowing a sum of money to defray costs of said agreement, or do or act 
anything in relation thereto.

Charter, said proposed amendments to be submitted to the voters for approval in accordance with 
Massachusetts General Laws c. 43B: 


Section 3-1 General Provisions: In paragraph A, delete the words “a town treasurer, a tax 
collector.”” 


Section 3-7 Town Treasurer: Delete entire section. 
Section 3-8 Tax Collector: Delete entire section. 


Section 3-9 Board of Assessors: Paragraph A: amend the last sentence so that it reads “The Board 
shall elect a Chairman.” 


Section 3-9 Board of Assessors: Paragraph B (1): amend the first sentence so that it reads ‘‘The 
Assessors are charged with certifying the valuation of all the estate, real and personal, subject to 
taxation in the Town.” 


Section 3-12 Variances: Delete paragraph (B) and redesignate paragraph (C) as paragraph (B). 
Section 4-4 Appointments: Add to paragraph A: ‘‘Finance Director.”’ 


Section 4-4 Appointments: Add a new paragraph (D): ‘‘The Town Administrator shall appoint 
the Appraiser for an indefinite term, but said appointment and removal shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of the Board of Assessors. Notwithstanding anything in this Charter to the contrary, the 


appointment and removal of the Appraiser shall not be subject to the approval of the Board of 
Selectmen.” 


Section 6-8 Warrants for Payment of Town Funds: Delete the following: ‘The approval of such 
warrants by the Board of Selectmen shall authorize payment by the Town Treasurer.”’ 


Add a new Section 6-11 Finance Director: “The Finance Director shall have and exercise all 
powers and duties of the Town Treasurer and Tax Collector as defined under the constitution and 
laws of the Commonwealth. Ensure compliance with all appropriate statutes. Be responsible for overall 
management of the Town’s investment portfolio. Shall effect collection of all accounts due to the 
Town. Direct the Town’s financial Operations, including the duties of the Town Accountant and 
Appraiser. Assist the Town Administrator in the preparation of and administration of the Annual 
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Charter amendment shall be fully effective upon its approval by the voters at the election at which 
it is submitted to them except as follows: 


The terms of office of the incumbent Treasurer and Tax Collector shall expire six months after 
the approval of this amendment by the voters, at which time the Town Administrator shall appoint a 
Finance Director as provided for herein.

Section 1: PURPOSE 


The purpose of this by-law is to protect the wetlands, related water resources, and adjoining 
land areas in this municipality by controlling activities deemed by the Conservation Commission likely 
to have a significant or cumulative effect upon wetland values, including but not limited to the follow- 
ing: public or private water supply, groundwater, flood control, erosion and sedimentation control, 
storm damage prevention, water pollution, fisheries, shellfish, wildlife habitat, recreation, aesthetics, 
agriculture values (collectively, the ‘‘wetland values protected by the by-law”). 


Section 2: JURISDICTION 


Except as permitted by the Conservation Commission or as provided in this by-law, no person shall 
remove, fill, dredge, build upon, or alter the following resource areas: within 100 feet of any fresh- 
water wetland, coastal wetland, marsh, wet meadow, bog or swamp; within 100 feet of any bank, 
beach, dune, or flat; any lake, river, pond, stream, estuary, or the ocean; any land under said waters; 
or within 100 feet of any land subject to flooding or inundation by groundwater, surface water, 
tidal action, or coastal storm flowage. 


Section 3: EXCEPTIONS 


The permit and applications required by this by-law shall not be required for maintaining, re- 
pairing, or replacing, but not substantially changing or enlarging, an existing and lawfully located 
structure or facility used in the service of the public to provide electric, gas, water, telephone, tele- 
graph or other telecommunication services, provided that the structure or facility is not substantially 
changed or enlarged, provided that written notice has been given to the Commission prior to com- 
mencement of work, and provided that the work conforms to performance standards and design speci- 
fications in regulations adopted by the Commission. 


The permit and application required by this by-law shall not apply to emergency projects 
necessary for the protection of the health or safety of the public, provided that the work is to be 
performed by, or has been ordered to be performed by, an agency of the Commonwealth or a political 
subdivision thereof, provided that advance notice, oral or written, has been given to the Commission 
prior to commencement of work or within 24 hours after commencement, provided that the Conserva- 
tion Commission or its agent certified the work as an emergency project, provided that the work is 
performed only for the time and place certified by the Conservation Commission for the limited 
purposes necessary to abate the emergency, and provided that within 21 days of commencement of 
an emergency project a permit application shall be filed with the Commission for review as provided 
in this by-law. Upon failure to meet these and other requirements of the Commission, the Commission 
may, after notice and a public hearing, revoke or modify an emergency project approval and order 
restoration and mitigation measures. 


Other than stated in this section, the exceptions provided in the Wetlands Protection Act shall 
not apply. 


Section 4: APPLICATION FOR PERMITS AND REQUESTS FOR DETERMINATION 


Written application shall be filed with the Commission to perform activities regulated by this by- 
law affecting resource areas protected by this by-law. The application shall include such information 
and plans as are deemed necessary by the Commission to describe proposed activities and their affects 


on the environment. No activities shall commence without receiving and complying with a permit 
issued pursuant to this by-law. 
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The Commission, in an appropriate case, may accept as the application and plant under this by- 
law the Notice of Intent and plans filed under the Wetlands Protection Act, G.L. c. 131, Sec. 40. 


Any person desiring to know whether or not proposed activity on an area is subject to this by- 
law may, in writing, request a determination from the Commission. Such a request for determina- 
tion shall contain data and plans specified by the regulations of the Commission. 


At the time of an application or request, the applicant shall pay a filing fee specified in regula- 
tions of the Commission. This fee is in addition to that required by the Wetlands Protection Act, 
G.L. c. 131, Sec. 40. In addition, the Commission is authorized to require the applicant to pay the 
costs and expenses of any expert consultant deemed necessary by the Commission to review the appli- 
cation or request up to a maximum of $2,500.00. The Commission may waive the filing fee and costs 
and expenses for an application or request filed by a government agency and shall waive them for a 
request for determination filed by a person having no financial connection with the property which 
is the subject of the request. 


Section 5: NOTICE OF HEARINGS 


Any person filing an application or request for determination with the Commission, at the same 
time shall give written notice thereof, by certified mail or hand delivery, to all abutters according to 
the most recent records of the assessors, including those across a traveled way or body of water. The 
notice to abutters shall enclose a copy of the application or request, with plans, or shall state where 
copies may be examined and obtained by abutters free of charge. When a person requesting a deter- 
mination is other than the owner, the request, the notice of the hearing and determination itself 
shall be sent by the Commission to the owner as well as to the person making the request. 


The Commission shall conduct a public hearing on any application or request for determination, 
with written notice given at the expense of the applicant, five working days prior to the hearing, in 
a newspaper of general circulation in the municipality. 


The Commission shall commence the public hearing within 21 days from receipt of a completed 
application or request for determination. 


The Commission shall issue its permit or determination in writing within 21 days of the close of 
the public hearing thereon. 


The Commission in an appropriate case may combine its hearing under this by-law with the 
hearing conducted under the Wetlands Protection Act, G.L. c. 131, Section 40. 


The Commission shall have authority to continue the hearing to a date certain announced at the 
hearing, for reasons stated at the hearing, which may include receipt of additional information offered 
by the applicant or others, information and plans required of the applicant, deemed necessary by the 
Commission in its discretion, or comments and recommendations of boards and officials listed in 
Section 6. In the event the applicant objects to a continuance or postponement, the hearing shall 
be closed and the Commission shall take action on such information as is available. 


Section 6: COORDINATION WITH THE OTHER BOARDS 


Any person filing a permit application or a request for determination with the Commission shall 
provide a copy thereof at the same time, by certified mail or hand delivery, to the City Council/ 
Board of Selectmen, Planning Board, Board of Appeals, Board of Health, Building Inspector, and the 
Town Engineer. The Commission shall not take final action until such boards and officials have had 
14 days from receipt of notice to file written comments and recommendations with the Commission, 
which the Commission shall take into account, but which shall not be binding on the Commission. 
The applicant shall have the right to receive any such comments and recommendations, and to respond 
to them at a hearing of the Commission, prior to final action.

Section 7: PERMITS, DETERMINATIONS, AND CONDITIONS 


If the Commission after a public hearing determines that the activities which are the subject of the 
application are likely to have significant or cumulative effect upon the wetland values protected by 
this by-law, the Commission, within 21 days of the close of the hearing, shall issue or deny a permit 
for the activities requested. If it issues a permit, the Commission shall impose conditions which the 
Commission deems necessary or desirable to protect those values, and all activities shall be done in 
accordance with those conditions. 


The Commission is empowered to deny a permit for failure to meet the requirements of this by- 
law; for failure to submit necessary information and plans requested by the Commission; for failure 
to meet the design specifications, performance standards, and other requirements in regulations of 
the Commission; for failure to avoid or prevent unacceptable significant or cumulative effects upon 
the wetland values protected by this by-law; and where no conditions are adequate to protect those 
values. Due consideration shall be given to any demonstrated hardship on the applicant by reason of 
denial, as presented at the public hearing. 


A permit shall expire three years from the date of issuance. Notwithstanding the above, the Com- 
mission in its discretion may issue a permit expiring five years from the date of issuance for recurring 
or continuous maintenance work provided that annual notification of time and location of work is 
given to the Commission. Any permit may be renewed once for an additional one year period, pro- 
vided that a request for a renewal is received in writing by the Commission prior to expiration. 


For good cause the Commission may revoke or modify a permit issued under this by-law after 
public notice and public hearing, and notice to the holder of the permit. ° 


The Commission in an appropriate case may combine the permit or other action on an applica- 
tion issued under this by-law with the Order of Conditions issued under the Wetlands Protection 
Act. 

Section 8: REGULATIONS 


After public notice and public hearing the Commission shall promulgate rules and regulations 
to effectuate the purposes of this by-law. Failure by the Commission to promulgate such rules and 
regulations or a legal declaration of their invalidity by a court of law, shall not act to supsend or 
invalidate the effect of this by-law. 


Section 9: DEFINITIONS 
The following definitions shall apply in the interpretation and implementation of this by-law. 
ABUTTER is any landowner, as determined by the most recent assessors’ records, whose land 
abuts the property that is the subject of the Notice of Intention or whose land lies directly across 


any street, road, river, stream, brook, or creek from the said property, or whose land is within 300 
feet of the subject property. 


ALTER shall include, without limitations, the following activities when undertaken to, upon, 
within or affecting areas protected by this law: 


a) Removal, excavation or dredging of soil, sand, gravel or aggregate materials of any kind; 


b) Changing of preexisting drainage characteristics, flushing characteristics, salinity distribu- 
tion, sedimentation patterns, flow patterns, or flood retention characteristics; 
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c) Drainage or other disturbance of water level or water table; 

d) Dumping, discharging or filling with any material which may degrade water quality; 
e) Placing of fill, or removal of material, which would alter elevation; 

f) Driving of piles, erection or repair of buildings, or structures of any kind; 

g) Placing of obstructions or objects in water; 

h) Destruction of plant life, including cutting of trees; 


i) Changing water temperature, biochemical oxygen demand, or other physical or chemical 
characteristics of water; 


j) Any activities, changes or work which may cause or tend to contribute to pollution of any 
body of water or groundwater. 


APPLICANT as used in these regulations, shall mean a person giving notice of intention to remove, 
fill, dredge, build upon, or alter, or a person on whose behalf such a notice is filed. 


BANK is defined as it is in M.G.L. Chap. 131, Section 40. 
BOG, see Marsh. 
FRESHWATER WETLAND is defined as it is in M.G.L. Chapter 131, Section 40. 


LAND ACTIVELY DEVOTED TO AGRICULTURAL USE shall mean the same as ‘Land in 
Agricultural Use” as defined in 310 CMR 10.04. 


NORMAL MAINTENANCE AND IMPROVEMENT shall be defined as it is in 310 CMR 10.04. 


LAND SUBJECT TO FLOODING OR INUNDATION shall mean the same as “Land in Agricul- 
tural Use’’ as defined in 310 CMR 10.04. 


NORMAL MAINTENANCE AND IMPROVEMENT shall be defined as it is in 310 CMR 10.04. 


MARSH, BOG, WET MEADOW and SWAMP are defined as they are in M.G.L., Chapter 131, 
Section 40, and are collectively known as vegetated wetlands. Credible evidence as to the wetland 
affinities of other vegetation in an area shall be considered in making wetland determinations. 


“PERSON” shall include any individual, group of individuals, association, partnership corporation, 
company, business organization, trust, estate, the Commonwealth or political subdivision thereof to 
the extent subject to town by-laws, administrative agency, public or quasi-public corporation or body, 
this municipality, and any other legal entity, its legal representatives, agents, or assigns. 


PROTECTED RESOURCE AREA shall mean any bank, freshwater wetland, marsh, bog, wet 
meadow, or swamp bordering on any creek, river, stream, pond, or lake or any land under said waters, 
or any land bordering thereon, or any land subject to flooding or inundation. Bordering in this context 
shall mean either (a) 100 feet horizontally lateral from the bank of any beach, marsh, meadow, or 
swamp bordering on a creek, river, stream, pond, lake, or wetland; or (b) 100 feet horizontally lateral 
from the water elevation of the 100-year storm, whichever is the greater of (a) or (b). 


SWA\WP, see Marsh. 
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WET MEADOW, see Marsh. 
Section 10: SECURITY 


As part of a permit issued under this by-law, in addition to any security required by any other 
municipal or state board, agency or official, the Commission may require that the performance and 
observance of the conditions imposed hereunder be secured wholly or in part by one or more of the 
methods described below: 


a) By a proper bond or deposit of money or negotiable securities or other undertaking of finan- 
cial responsibility sufficient in the opinion of the Commission; 


b) By a conservation restriction, easement or other covenant enforceable in a court of law, 
running with the land to the benefit of this municipality whereby the permit conditions shall 
be performed and observed before any lot may be conveyed other than by mortgage deed. 


Section 11: ENFORCEMENT 


The Commission, its agents, officers, and employees shall have authority to enter upon privately 
owned land for the purpose of performing their duties under this by-law and may make or cause 
to be made such examinations, surveys or sampling as the Commission deems necessary. 


The Commission shall have authority to enforce this by-law, its regulations, and permits issued 
thereunder by violation notices administrative orders, and civil and criminal court actions. 


Upon request of the Commission, the City Council/Board of Selectmen and the City Solicitor/ 
Town Counsel shall take legal action for enforcement under civil law. Upon request of the Commis- 
sion the Chief of Police shall take legal action for enforcement under criminal law. 


Municipal boards and officers, including any police officer or other officer having police powers, 
shall have authority to assist the Commission in enforcement. 


Any person who violates any provision of this by-law, regulations thereunder, or permits issued 
thereunder, shall be punished by a fine of not more than $300.00. Each day or portion thereof during 
which a violation continues shall constitute a separate offense, and each provision of the by-law, 
regulations, or permit violated shall constitute a separate offense. 


In the alternative to criminal prosecution the Commission may elect to utilize the non-criminal 
disposition procedure set forth in G.L. c. 40, Section 21D. 


Section 12: BURDEN OF PROOF 


The applicant for a permit shall have the burden of providing by a preponderance of the credible 
evidence that the work proposed in the application will not have unacceptable significant or cumula- 
tive effect upon the wetland values protected by this by-law. Failure to provide adequate evidence to 
the Commission supporting this burden shall be sufficient cause for the Commission to deny a permit 
or grant a permit with conditions. 


Section 13: RELATION TO THE WETLANDS PROTECTION ACT 
This by-law is adopted under the Home Rule Amendment of the Massachusetts Constitution and 


the Home Rule statutes, independent of the Wetlands Protection Act, G.L. c. 131, Section 40, and 
regulations thereunder. 
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Section 14: SEVERABILITY 


The invalidity of any section or provision of this by-law shall not invalidate any other section or 
provision thereof, nor shall it invalidate any permit or determination which previously has been issued.

If not, what improvements to the supply 
system outside of the development will be needed, how soon, and at what projected cost to the Town? 


b) In locations where there is not Town water, will the density of dwellings in the future lower 
or contaminate water table significantly in the area as a result of increased use, at the expense of or 
detriment to existing homes? 


c) Environmental Effects of On-Site Sewage Disposal: What is the permeability of the underlying 
soil? Will individual or collective sewage disposal systems endanger, in the forseeable future, wells for 
potable water of dwellings whether within or outside the proposed development, or will any such 
disposal system thus endanger any public water supply source or any marsh, swamp, bog, pond, 
stream, or other body of water by introducing therein excessive nutrients, dangerous chemical sub- 
stances, or pathological organisms? 


d) If the development has access to the municipal sewerage system, is the capacity of such system 
(pipe sizes, etc.) adequate to handle the additional load created by the development? If not, what 
improvements to such public sewerage system will be needed, how soon, and at what projected cost to 
the Town? 


e) Are the access roads, public or private, by which the proposed development may be reached 
adequate in width, grades and type of construction to carry, without danger, congestion or confusion, 
the additional traffic that may be generated by the proposed development? 


8-B-2. Decisions. In addition to any specific requirements elsewhere in the By-Law, or where no 
specific restrictions are made applicable to a use allowed by Special Permit, the Board of Appeals may 
grant a Special Permit, only upon its written determination that the proposed use will not have adverse 
effects which overbalance its beneficial effects on either neighborhood or the Town, in view of the 
particular characteristics of the site.

Dear Mr. Merriam: 


You have requested an opinion relative to the Town’s options following the recent disapproval of 
the Zoning By-Law Amendments acted upon at the 1986 Fall Annual Town Meeting. Several pro- 
cedural defects were noted by the Attorney General, including failure to publish notice of the 
Planning Board hearing twice prior to Town Meeting, and failure to send notices to the Department 
of Community Affairs, planning, boards of abutting municipalities and regional planning agencies, 
as required by Paragraph 2 of G.L.c.40A, s5. 


In my opinion, these omissions constitute substantial defects which in fact invalidate the votes 
of Town Meeting on the zoning articles in question. It has been my experience that the office of the 
Attorney General consistently rejects articles for such defects. No case has overturned his decision to 
disapprove for procedural defects. In only one case that | am aware of, Hallenborg v. Town Clerk of 
Billerica, 360 Mass. 513 (1971), did the court vary such a result. In that case, the Attorney General, 
apparently by oversight, had approved articles voted where the two planning board hearings were 
conducted, but only thirteen days had elapsed between the first notice and the hearing. The Court 
found that the defect voided the rezoning and | would expect the same result in the case at hand, 
in Walpole, were it to be litigated. 


The Town has two options at this point. The first is to petition the General Court for special 
litigation to cure the defect. | have been informed by Assistant Attorney General Henry O'Connell 
that such special legislation has succeeded only once to his knowledge in the past. That case in- 
volved the Town of Ipswich, where there were strong equitable reasons not present in our situation, 
and only upon intervention by the Governor. The legislator’s attitude in Mr. O'Connell's view, is that 
since Town Meeting action is required to authorize a petition to the General Court, the Town should 
go to Town Meeting to vote the zoning articles themselves. A vote of less than two-thirds to authorize 


a legislative petition would be found inadequate, in light of the requirement of G.L.c.40A, s5 of a 
two-thirds vote. 


The advantage to a special act would be its retroactive validation of a statute and the obviation of 
a need for additional notices and hearings. However, it is this advantage which makes a petition to 
validate procedural zoning defects disfavored by the legislature. If there are strong public purposes 
involving in confirming the zoning amendments retroactively to Town Meeting, an attempt at legis- 
lative validation might be warranted, even despite Mr. O’Connell’s skepticism. | would suggest con- 
sulting with our state representative, as well as with the Town of Ipswich if this is contemplated. In 


any event, a complete repetition of the required procedures for adopting the zoning in question should 
be scheduled for the next available Town Meeting.

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QUESTION 1 
PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 


Do you approve of the adoption of an amendment to the Constitution summarized below, which 
was approved by the General Court in joint sessions of the House of Representatives and the Senate on 
June 27, 1984 by vote of 120-677, and on April 30, 1986 by a vote of 123-69? 


SUMMARY 


The proposed constitutional amendment would allow the legislature to prohibit or regulate abor- 
tions to the extent permitted by the United States Constitution. It would also provide that the state 
constitution does not require public or private funding of abortions, or the provision of services or 
facilities for performing abortions, beyond what is required by the United States Constitution. The 
provisions of this amendment would not apply to abortions required to prevent the death of the 
mother. 


QUESTION 2 
PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 


Do you approve of the adoption of an amendment to the Constitution summarized below, which 
was approved by the General Court in joint sessions of the House of Representatives and the Senate on 
December 12, 1984 by a vote of 108-79, and on April 16, 1986 by a vote of 107-87? 


SUMMARY 


The proposed constitutional amendment would allow the expenditure of public funds for private 
schools and private school students. 


It would remove primary and secondary schools from. the list of non-public institutions barred 
from receiving public aid and would allow public money, property, or loans of credit to be used for 
founding, maintaining, or aiding those schools. The proposed amendment would also allow public 
financial aid, materials, or services to be provided to a non-public school student requesting such aid, 
but only if that school does not discriminate in its entrance requirements on the basis of race, color, 
national origin, religious belief, sex or physical handicap. The state legislature would have the power to 
impose limits on aid, materials, or services provided to students. 


QUESTION 3 
LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION 


Do you approve of a law summarized below, which was disapproved by the House of Representa- 


tives on May 6, 1986, by a vote of 49-93, and on which no vote was taken by the Senate before 
May 7, 1986? 


SUMMARY 


The proposed law would reduce and then repeal the 7%% surtax on Massachusetts state income 


taxes and would limit state tax revenue growth on the level of growth in total wages and salaries of 
the citizens of the state. 


It would set the rate of the surtax on Massachusetts state income taxes at 3%% for tax years be- 


i during 1986, and it would repeal the surtax for tax years beginning on or after January 1, 
1987. 
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The allowable state tax revenues for any fiscal year are limited to the allowable state tax revenues 
for the prior fiscal year as by the average rate of growth of Massachusetts wages and salaries for the 
three immediately preceding calendar years. For purposes of calculating the proposed limit for fiscal 
year 1987, allowable state tax revenues for fiscal 1986 are the net tax revenues for that fiscal year, but 
excluding revenues derived from the surtax on state personal income tax. Further, if in any fiscal 
year the calculation of the limit results in allowable state tax revenues less than the amount of allow- 
able state tax revenues for the prior year, then allowable state tax revenues for that fiscal year shall 
be equal to the allowable state tax revenues for the prior year. The revenues limited by this law would 
not include non-tax revenues such as federal reimbursements, tuitions, fees and earnings on invest- 
ments. 


The amount of allowable state tax revenues for any fiscal year would have to be reduced if a new 
state law were enacted allowing local governments to impose new or increased taxes or excises. The 
reduction would be equal to the amount of revenue derived from the new tax or increase. The reduc- 
tion in state tax revenues would first take effect in the fiscal year following the enactment of the new 
law authorizing new local taxes or increases. 


If state tax revenues exceed the limit imposed by the proposed law, as determined by the State 
Auditor, a tax credit would have to be granted equal to the total amount of excess tax revenue. The 
credit would be applied to the then current personal income tax liability in the preceding year. 


The provisions of the Act could be enforced in court by a group of taxpayers. 


QUESTION 4 
LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION 


Do you approve of a law summarized below, which was approved by the House of Representa- 
tives on May 5, 1986, by a vote of 145-0, and on which no vote was taken by the Senate before May 
7, 1986? 


The proposed law would require the State Department of Environmental Quality Engineering 
(DEQE) to search for sites in the Commonwealth where oil or hazardous materials have been disposed 
of and to take all steps necessary to clean up those sites within specified time limits. Provisions are 
made for informing the public about sites in their communities. 


Beginning on January 15, 1987, DEQE would be required to publish lists every three months 
of all sites where it has confirmed that uncontrolled oil or hazardous materials have been disposed of 
and locations to be investigated as possible disposal sites. The lists would describe what actions have 
been taken at each site or location. DEQE would be required to list, to the extent that it has identi- 
fied, at least 400 possible disposal sites by January 15, 1987, 600 additional locations by January 15, 
1988, and 1,000 additional locations in each subsequent year. 


Within one year after a location is listed as a possible disposal site, DEQE would be required to 
determine if further investigation is warranted. If so, within two years after the listing, DEQE must 
confirm whether the location is a disposal site, and whether it poses an imminent or substantial hazard 
to health, safety, public welfare or the environment. 


For the sites found to pose a substantial hazard, DEQE would be required, within the next two 
years, to ensure that those hazards are eliminated and to develop a plan to eliminate permanently 
future risks from those sites. Imminent hazards would have to be eliminated immediately. For sites 
found not to pose any substantial hazards, DEQE must, within seven years after the listing, ensure that 
the full extent of the contamination is evaluated and that a plan to eliminate permanently future risks 
is developed. 
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The proposed law would require DEQE to provide public notice and encourage public partici- 
pation. Within 30 days after completing site investigation, DEQE would have to inform the public 
through local newspapers of the results of that investigation and of the rights of local citizens under 
the state law. If ten citizens of a town potentially affected by a site submit a request, DEQE would 
be required to develop a plan for involving the public in its cleanup decisions and present that plan at 
a public meeting. The chief municipal officer of a city or town in which a disposal site is located could 
appoint individual(s) to inspect the site on behalf of the community. 


Massachusetts residents could bring lawsuits to enforce the provisions of the proposed law or to 
lessen a hazard related to oil or hazardous materials. If such a lawsuit is brought, a court could award 
costs, including reasonable fees for attorneys and expert witnesses. 


QUESTION 5 
REFERENDUM ON AN EXISTING LAW 


Do you approve a law summarized below, which was approved by the House of Representatives 
on October 17, 1985, by a vote of 77-62, and which was approved by the Senate on October 17, 
1985? 


SUMMARY 


The law requires all drivers and passengers to wear properly adjusted and fastened safety belts 
while traveling in motor vehicles on public ways. It does not apply: to children under five years old 
who are required by another law to wear safety belts or be restrained in safety car seats; passengers 
in vehicles where all safety belts are being used by others; passengers.in buses; persons riding in 
vehicles built before July 1, 1986; or in which safety belts were not installed as original equipment; or 
persons who are certified by a physician to be physically unable to use safety belts. The law also does 
not apply to police officers, rural mail carriers, or drivers or passengers of other vehicles that stop 
frequently and travel at speeds not exceeding 15 miles per hour between stops. 


Drivers or passengers sixteen years or older who do not wear safety belts are subject to a $15.00 
fine. The driver of a vehicle is also subject to a $15.00 fine for each passenger under sixteen who does 
not wear a safety belt. This law, however, can be enforced only if the driver is stopped for a vio- 
lation of another motor vehicle law. Safety belt violations will not result in surcharges on motor vehi- 
cle insurance premiums. The law also requires that when the Commissioner of Insurance sets motor 
vehicle insurance rates, the rates must reflect any savings attributable to increased use of safety belts. 


The law also requires that all motor vehicles manufactured after September 1, 1989, that are sold 
or registered in Massachusetts be equipped with crash protection devices, as specified by federal regu- 
lations. Any manufacturer who sells or delivers motor vehicles that are not equipped with such safety 
devices will be subject to a fine of not more than $100.00 for each sale or delivery. This law is not 
intended to eliminate the federal requirements for passive crash protection devices in motor vehicles. 


The law also provides that a non-binding question, unlike this binding referendum, shall be placed 
on the 1986 general election ballot asking whether the voters approve of the law. 


QUESTION 6 
LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION 


Do you approve of a law summarized below, which was disapproved by the House of Represen- 
tatives on May 6, 1986, by a vote of 59-93, and on which no vote was taken by the Senate before 
May 7, 1986? 
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SUMMARY 


The proposed law would provide a system of voter registration by mail applicable to all qualified 
voters and would eliminate statutory provisions permitting certain persons to vote only for presiden- 
tial electors. 


Under this proposed law, the State Secretary would be required to prepare blank forms for affi- 
davits of registration. The Secretary and local boards of registrars would be required to make such 
formg available to any person eligible to vote in whatever quantity the person requests and to transmit 
such forms, upon written request, to any person claiming to be qualified to vote. Registrars would also 
be required to make these forms available at all post offices and at other places within their munici- 
palities. The Secretary would be required to establish a reasonable fee for providing more than 50 
forms and to prepare instructions to accompany the forms. 


A person seeking to register to vote would be required to complete the affidavit of registration and 
sign it under oath in the presence of a witness who is at least eighteen years old. The witness would 
be required to certify that the affidavit was signed in his presence and to date the affidavit. 


A completed affidavit of registration could be either delivered or mailed to the appropriate regis- 
trar’s office. If, from the facts set forth in the affidavit, it appears that the person is qualified to vote, 
the registrars would be required to add the person’s name to the list of registered voters and to so 
notify the person by first-class, non-forwardable mail, unless the person’s name already appears on the 
local list of residents at the same address. The cost of mailing such notices would be assumed by the 
Commonwealth, subject to appropriation. If in any year the General Court fails to appropriate funds 
for that purpose, such notices would not have to be sent. If such a notice is returned undelivered, the 
city or town clerk would be required to instruct election officials to challenge the person’s right 
to vote at the next election in which he attempts to vote. 


The proposed law would also impose criminal penalties of imprisonment for up to two years or 
a fine of $2,000 for knowingly or willfully making a false affidavit, taking a false oath, or signing 
a false certificate relative to the qualifications or registration of any person to vote.

QUESTION 8 
THE QUESTION IS NONBINDING 


Shall the Commonwealth of Massachusetts urge the Presidents of the United States and the United 
States Congress to enact a national acid rain control program which would require a fifty percent 
reduction in total national sulfur dioxide emissions by the year nineteen hundred and ninety-five 
and which would allocate the required reductions in sulfur dioxide emissions and the costs of achiev- 
ing those reductions, equitably among the states?
